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6 Little Foot' Sighting Draws Widespread Reaction

A letter and drawing in last Friday's 
issue describing a Westfield man's 
sighting of a strange creature on his farm 
has since generated widespread interest 
and speculation-ranging on the local level 
from panderings about whether the letter 
was a hoax to accounts of recent UFO 
sightings in the Mount Airy area. 

Furthermore, the article has drawn an 
inquiry from the international Mutual 
UFO Network which indicates that the 
man's description of a "humanoid"-- 
whether real or contrived-has all the 
earmarks of a classic “close encounter." 

The incident began last week when the 
News received an anonymous letter from a 
Westfield man, claiming that he had seen 
the creature about tw o w eeks before 

The man wrote that he had gone to milk 
his cows one evening and that his dog 
began chasing something in a nearby 
woods. The man followed, and discovered 
his dog fighting the creature, which he 
described as being about five feet tall, with 
pink skin, a very large head and “small 
frog-likc hands and feet." The man 
became terrified and spent the night in a 
Mount Airy motel, returning the next day 
to find his dog dead, two of his cows 
missing and no sign of the being. 

The man declined to give his name, 
saying that people might think he were 
crazy. However, he did agree, in his 
words, to “come out in the open" if anyone 
else who may have seen the creature 
would report the incident as well. 

Since that report was published, at least 
one other person has reported two 
sightings of UFOs in the Mount Airy in the 
last two weeks. 

Also on Monday, the News was con¬ 
tacted by an interested member of the 


Mutual UFO Network, an worldwide 
organization with about 60 representatives 
in North Carolina. 

The group investigates UFO and 
creature sightings and compiles data for 
future reference related to UFO activity. 

According to Gail McBride, of the net¬ 
work's Winston-Salem branch, said the 
Westfield man's account, while seemingly 
far-fetched, is similar to other creature 
sightings in the past. In addition, the 
Mount Airy area has a history of such 
sightings, she said, adding that the UFO 
network is very interested in the latest 
account as it represents “hot evidence”. 

McBride said the state ranks fourth 
among the SO states in UFO sightings-and 
third when sightings of humanoids and 
other close encounters are included. 

According to reports from the network, 
three accounts of creature sightings have 
been documented in Surry by the 
organization in recent years. 

On one night in 1973, a Copeland couple 
and their son peered out a window in their 
trailer and reportedly saw an oval-shaped 
object near their home. While viewing the 
object, the husband was startled by his 
wife’s scream-he looked in the direction of 
her eyes toward the front yard and saw a 
three-foot tall creature apparently garbed 
in a metallic suit. The family's pet dogs 
left the premises and would not return 
until the next day. 

Also in 1973, a Surry Community College 
student experienced a close encounter 
while driving on U S. 601. The youth 
reported seeing an oval-shaped object 
near the highway about 12 feet wide and 8 
feet tall. Simultaneously, his car engine 
died and his headlights went out. The 
youth fainted after he then saw a creature 
“with eyes like balls of fire” peering 
through his car window. While he regained 


consciousness, the car's engine started 
again and the headlights lit up on their own 
accord. 

In 1968, a Mount Airy housewife was 
awakened by her dog's frantic barking 
outside her home, and she opened the door 
to investigate. The dog was trembling and 
the woman heard what sounded like a 
swarm of bees She went back inside the 
home and observed a domed UFO from 
her bedroom window. She reported seeing 
a creature resembling a small child 
through the craft’s windows. The creature, 
about 3 or 4 feet tall, wore a silvery helmet. 
A power failure was also reported in the 
woman’s neighborhood that night. 

While these sightings represent en¬ 
counters of years ago, they are similar to 
the apparent creature sighting of the 
Westfield man, McBride notes, par¬ 
ticularly the physical description. She 
added that in general, creature sightings 
have been those of a small (usually around 
three feet tall) being, with gray or white 
skin and head proportionately larger than 
the rest of the body. The creatures also 
often wear a type of “coverall" garment, 
she said. 

Meanwhile, Odell Harold of Mount Airy 
told the News of his and several other 
persons' sighting of what he thinks was a 
UFO on a cloudy night last Monday in an 
area near the Industrial Park. 

Harold said the craft appearing to be 
either stopped in mid-air or slow-moving, 
apparently ruling out the presence of a jet 
or airplane. 

"It looked like nothing I had ever seen at 
night,” Harold said. He said although he 
did not get a good look at the shape of the 
craft, he indicated that it contained three 
rows of lights and was closer to the ground 
than regular aircraft. 

Harold said the craft made no noise at 


first, but later emitted a low-pitched 
roaring noise and headed in the direction 
of Dobson 

Harold, who says he constantly watches 
the skies in search of UFOs, said he saw 
another UFO some time before which 
hovered over Mount Airy, Although he said 
he thought the craft was an airplane,he 
changed his mind when it plunged down at 
a fast speed of which an airplane is in¬ 
capable. Harold said the vehicle flashed its 
lights and disappeared behind some trees. 

News Appeal 

Although the News respects the 
right of the Westfield man who 
reported seeing the creature to 
remain anonymous to the public, we, 
like other people, feel the need to ask 
additional questions about his or¬ 
deal. It must also be pointed out that 
the Mutual UFO Network is ex- 
tremely interested in investigating 
the incident, since they consider his 
experience a classic close en¬ 
counter-one which could provide 
valuable information in the further 
study of UFOs 

To help the News and the Mutual 
UFO Newtwork arrive at the truth, 
we are now appealing to the man to 
contact us and discuss the incident 
further. We will guarantee his 
further anonymity.

I held it. I examined it. I thought about it. 

From some remote studio in my mind, the theme from the 
Twilight Zone was playing. I wished Rod Serling would explain it. 

Even if someone does identify this ... this “rock” as something 
earthly, it was fascinating to think of it as something from outer 
space. 

For now, it Just might be. 

I believe that even more than Alida Carboneau of Poway does. 

“The story is so incredible, I know,” says Carboneau, a retired 
bailiff with the San Diego Sheriff’s Department and an artist known 
as “Dutchess” because she was bom in Holland. 

She’s cautious about naming names or places concerning an event 
that took place Feb. 7 of this year. 

She was at the VFW hall in Poway when a man, a nonmember 
she’d never seen before, struck up a conversation. 

“He said, ‘Look what I’ve got,’ and showed me this rock,” Car¬ 
boneau recalls. “I said, ‘yeah, sure,’ and he said, ‘I’ll tell you a 
story.’ 

“He said he was a prospector on the Mojave Desert and that he 
had seen this UFO landing. He said he watched it from a distance 
and when it suddenly took off, it left a glowing mass behind. 

“He said the mass glowed for two days and when it cooled he went 
close enough to see a bunch of silvery stones. 

“He said he wanted to fill his pockets with them, but he was afraid 
they might be radioactive. But he took a chance and put one of the 
rocks in a leather pouch. He showed it to me. 

"The man said he went back later to get more of the rocks and 
searched for davs and couldn’t find them. He thought the wind had 


blown sand over them.” 

Carboneau asked the man to let her have the rock for testing 
purposes and the man obliged, saying she could have half the rock 
and he’d return in two weeks and take his half. 

"I haven’t seen him since,” Carboneau says. “But I took the rock 
to a laboratory — I can’t say where — and scientists there examined 
it. 

“It was checked for the 15 trace elements known to man and they 
said it was none of them. They broke a (300 diamond saw trying to 
cut it. 

“The rock doesn’t conduct electricity and they said it was like 
nothing they’d ever seen before.” 

Carboneau stores the rock in the safe of a friend and wants to 
show it to other scientists in hopes it can be identified. 

“I’m skeptical,” Carboneau says. “I don’t believe in UFOs and 
men from outer space, not really. I’m almost afraid to talk about it 
They might haul me off to the loony bin.” 

The rock looked to me like a metallic piece of coal, except that it 
had pores, unlike coal. 

"The scientists put it in an oven at extreme temperatures,” Car¬ 
boneau says. “It glowed, but it didn’t bum.” 

To demonstrate how hard it was, she ran the rock along the side of 
a 7-Up bottle. It left a deep gash. “Even a diamond won't cut like 
that,” she said. Alida Carboneau may be looking for an answer that 
will never come. At least not from anyone on earth. For the sake of 
mystery, I hope not. 

As I left, I glanced up to the sky and pointed. “Litterbugs!” I 
charged. I hope they heard me.

YONCALLA - Most folks 
around here are familiar with 
the stories Grandma Taylor 
has to tell. Chances are, if you 
have ever walked into her 
Rainbow Trading Post on 
Highway 99 just north of town 
you will have heard one or two 
of them, 

“Most people around here 
tell me I’m crazy," Grandma 
Taylor says. “But if I am, I 
plan to stay that way, kid.” 

Grandma Taylor is 74 years 
old. She said she came to 
Yoncalla 17 years ago from 
Sun Valley, Idaho, but is 
originally from Nevada. 

She has owned several other 
businesses — selling odds and 
ends — and two auction 
companies. Soon, Grandma 
Taylor said, she will be leav¬ 
ing Yoncalla to open another 
business on the Oregon coast 
at Newport. 

But what sort of stories earn 
Grandma “Mickey” Taylor 
her reputation? 

“Take the business of the 
orange lights," she said, "the 
balls of light those policemen 
saw." 

On March 17 various news 
sources reported the sighting 
by several law enforcement 
officials, crew members of a 
Coast Guard vessel and a CB 
operator of a “bright orange 
ball" hovering over the Co¬ 
lumbia River near Portland. 
The sighting was photo¬ 
graphed and the sounds 
recorded. 

One Coast Guard crewman 
who saw the phenomenon 
speculated it might have been 
an amphibious aircraft in¬ 


volved in a drug run. 

‘‘I’ve seen them around 
here for the last three years. I 
saw nine of them right over 
the valley floor," Grandma 
Taylor said, pointing out the 
door toward the east. “That 
was last fall. At first there was 
only three. They come in from 
the coast.” 

She has seen the lights 
many times and claims -they 
have been seen by friends and 
members of her family. 

Grandma Taylor describes 
the lights as being “about 20 
times the size of a star" and 
resembling wheels. “They are 
the colors of the rainbow. One 
of them will turn. It will stop 
and another one will start 
turning. 

“It has to be clear. They 
come in about an hour before 
the stars come out." 

She said the strange lights 
will be around for several 


hours, one of them leaving the 
formation at times to move 
toward the city. She said one 
once hovered over the train 
tracks running through the 
valley and followed the train 
for several minutes. 

An odd element of Grandma 
Taylor’s story is that she 
claims to have been burned by 
rays from the lights. 


Showing a spot on her hand, 
she said, “See here. That's 
where they burned me. You 
never know they hit you until 
the spot comes out." 

According to Grandma 
Taylor, she has been hit by the 
rays a number of times and 
has spots over her body. £bt 
claims she was even knocked 
off the porch on one occasion. 

“Listen kid, I’m black halt 
way to my knees," Grandma 
Taylor said, showing the black 
marks on legs. 

“It'sgotmetatooed. 

"What are they, kid? That's 
what I want to know. I don’t 
believe there is life on other 
planets except animal life.” 

Grandma Taylor said any¬ 
one is likely to see them if they 
look for them over Yoncalla 
on a clear night. She said they 
are difficult to see without the 
aid of a telescope or 
binoculars. 

Grandma Taylor has a 
treasure chest of such stories. 
If you like to talk and want to 
visit, Grandma Taylor is 
generally on tap at the trading 
post — ready to talk and share 
some of her expeneace*.

It's a UFO 

Up in the sky ... It’s a bird, it’s a 
plane ... well, maybe not ... 

Several police agencies in Washing¬ 
ton County received calls from people 
concerned about an unidentified flying 
object spotted near SW 185th Avenue 
and -the Sunset Highway at about 9 
p.m. Friday. 

“I was sitting inside Sambo's when 
this guy came in and told me some¬ 
thing strange was going on up in the 
sky.” state police officer Dick Stein 
told the Times. 

Stein and another officer. Steve 
Hebner, went outside and saw a bright 
yellowish-orange object about the size 
of a commercial airliner. Stein said the 
object was between 4.000 and 7,000 feet 
in the air two miles north of the restau¬ 
rant. 

The object “looked like it was on 
fire." Stem said. Burning debris could 
also be spotted falling from the UFO. 
the trooper added. 

The officers and about 15 people 
watched the object for about five min¬ 
utes before "it began to drift to the east 
and then just vanished . ." 

"It was really strange, I was in Viet¬ 
nam. and I saw all kinds of parachute 
flares and burning planes — I even flew 
for a living, and I never saw anything 
like this.” Stein said. 

The object had no real shape, made 
no noise, and maintained altitude for 
the entire time he watched it. After the 
object vanished, Stein said he left the 
scene and headed to Beaverton. Not 
long after. Hebner radioed that he had 
spotted another, similar object in the 
same area. 

Stein, a former commercial charter 
pilot, ruled out weather balloons, 
marsh gas. inversion reflection and 
other common explanations for UFOs. 
He said what he saw sounded like the 
same description of an object recently 
spotted by another state trooper near 
St. Helens. Stein said two objects were 
spotted by that trooper as well

Strange object frightens 
Chestnut Flat Ridge folks

What was it? 

The folks who live on Chestnut 
Flat Ridge near the Rocky Ford 
area of Casey County aren’t sure. 
But five people-Kathy and Arlin 
Gilpin, Roy and Judy Kirkland and 
Candy Wethington-are positively 
certain they saw something, around 
midnight last Wednesday, which 
they had never seen before.

Cathy Kilpin says she never goes 
to bed early. Her husband, Esker, 
works the second shift at a factory 
in Danville and she always waits up 
for him. 

Last Wednesday night, Mrs. 
Gilpin and her l(hyear-old son, 
Arlin, who was just recently 
discharged from the Army, were 


watching television when they 
heard a noise outside. 

“It wasn’t real loud at first,” 
Arlin recalled last Friday. "But it 
kept getting louder and louder.” 

“It sounded sort of like an 
electric drill or sump pump 
running,” Mrs. Gilpin added. 

“I went and opened the back 
door,” said Arlin. “And around the 
ridge, by the farm, I could see this 
big bright orange light." 

Mrs. Gilpin, at first, thought it 
was a reflection from the lights of a 
truck. Thinking that possibly 
someone had driven off the road 
and had gotten hung up, she got in 
the car and started driving toward 
the orange light. Driving slowly 
with only her parking lights on, she 
said in a few minutes she realized 


that the lights were not from a truck 
or car. 

“Just the light was all that was 
there,” recalled Mrs. Gilpin. 
“Then, all of a sudden, I felt this 
real weird sensation, like the light 
was pulling me toward it. 

“I thought, there ain’t no way I’m 
going any further. I managed to get 
the car turned around and said 
Lord, please let me get back home 
without wrapping this car around a 
tree. I was moving on.” 

Meanwhile, at the Gilpin house, 
Arlin had telephoned his aunt and 
uncle, Candy and Carroll Wething- 
ton, who live nearby, to tell them 
about the strange sound and light 
outside. 

After that, Arlin got a gun and 
walked outside. “As soon as I got to 


this little path, I saw something, but 
I can’t really say what it was. It 
was like two pairs of orange eyes 
glowing. I shot at it and then it was 
gone.” 

When Mrs. Gilpin returned to the 
house, she and Arlin went to the 
Wethingtons' house, where Roy and 
Judy Kirkland (relatives) are also 
residing temporarily until they get 
their log cabin completed (on the 
same ridge). 

“We were inside drinking coffee 
when I got this strange urge to go 
outside,” said Arlin. He went out, 
looked behind the house, and saw 
the light, again, in a pine tree 
thicket. 

“This time when I saw it, it didn’t 


o 
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No, I can’t honestly say I've 
ever seen anything that re¬ 
sembled an unidentified flying 
object. But, yes, I do believe in 
UFOs. 

Recently, a good friend, Steve 
I-owery, managing editor of The 
Lebanon Enterprise in neigh¬ 
boring Marion County, told me 
of a frightening experience 
which happened to him when he 
was a teenager. 

(I taped what he said, so I 
would have his exact words.) 

At age 14, Steve lived near 
Detroit and was a newspaper 
carrier for the Detroit Free 
Press, an early morning paper. 
He picked up his papers-about 
175--each morning between 4:30 
and 5:30 since they had to be 
delivered by 7. 

“After picking up my papers 
at my drop one morning, 1 
started walking my bicycle 
toward the subdivision where I

delivered the papers,” he said. 
“I got to the intersection of two 
main roads, and from the east I 
could see a large bright light 
moving in the sky. It got closer 
and closer. I was wishing a car 
would come by, but at that time 
in the morning, there wasn’t 
much going on. 

“It definitely stopped me in 
my tracks. I didn’t know what to 
think of it. It finally got to the 
point where it was right 
overhead. But I still couldn’t 
hear anything. 

“Then it started dropping. It 
dropped to about the height of 
the largest trees which were 
probably three or four stories 
high The lights inside the thing 
pulsated-bright and dim, bright 
and dim. When it dropped, I 
could hear a little noise, a slight 
hum. When the lights brighten¬ 
ed, the hum got a little louder. 

“It seemed like it stayed over 


me forever, but it was probably 
more like five minutes. I was 
really afraid something was 
going to come down to get me, 
but nothing ever happened. 

“Finally, it took off to the 
south and circled what looked 
like a subdivision, then headed 
east." 

When the circular object was 
directly overhead, Steve said it 
would have been as big as five 
cars put together. “It was big 
enough to make one heck of an 
impression on me. I was scared 
to death. There's no doubt in my 
inind that it was real. And it was 
not a helicopter. It was a UFO, 
something from another planet. 

“When it headed east, it got to 
the point where it looked about 
the size of a baseball. There it 
met with four or five other 
objects which looked like 
baseballs from where I was. 
They joined together and flew 


away." 

Lowery said there have been 
many UFO sightings in Michi¬ 
gan but often they turn out to be 
just swamp gas. “Swamp gas 
always happens in the middle of 
summer," Lowery said, “when 
there’s a lot of heat. Gas rises 
up, and the friction in the air 
sets it off like electricity, and 
lights it up." 

“This happened in the middle 
of winter, in January,” he 
continued. “It was a really clear 
night. What I saw was not 
swamp gas. I’m absolutely 
certain it was some kind of 
flying vehicle. 

“And whatever it was defin¬ 
itely saw me. I honestly thought 
something bad was going to 
happen to me. When it started 
circling over that subdivision, I 
thought it was going to come 
back. I took off on my bike as 
fast as I could.”

Was it a UFO? Some think so

It’s a bird . . . it's a plane . . . it's 
Superman? Or perhaps a weather 
balloon or that nortorious “swamp 
gas"? 

No. none of the above, according to 
authorities. 

But at least one person is willing to 
venture what eerily hovered in the sky 
near Orient and then vanished Wednes¬ 
day night 

"I thought it was a UFO," says Terry 
Kohlstrand, a Gresham realtor. 

Kohlstrand. his financee Cindi Bar¬ 
rett and her three children had just ar¬ 
rived at her Orient home about 9:30 
p.m. Wednesday when they saw two 
glowing lights rapidly coming out of the 
west 


“At first I thought it was a plane with 
its lights not blinking," said 
Kohlstrand. That thought was dispelled 
when the two lights stopped in mid¬ 
night and hovered over Barrett’s house 
while the five watched in amazement. 

They could see no ship, he said, only 
the solid orange lights about three or 
four times the size of the largest star in 
the sky. 

They listened for the sound of 
helicopters — but heard nothing/ he 
said. 

“After about five or seven minutes 
one just disappeared — like a light be¬ 
ing turned out," he said. “Or it could 
have gone straight up. The other one 
stayed another two minutes, moving 
back and forth slightly.

UFO Cruises Windsor

WINDSOR — Walking through the parking 
lot of the PAC grocery store, Linda Kingsbury 
and Lucy Slothower looked to the dark, star- 
studded sky and saw something that looked like 
nothing they'd ever seen in their lives. 

Just a few blocks away, Jane Libby and her 
son were driving home when they, too. saw a 
strange, light filled object moving slowly 
v across the sky. 

Others saw the same mysterious lights over 
o Windsor at about 7:30 Wednesday night. But 
O. nobody knows what it was, and there’s a one-in- 
,3 10 chance they will never find out. 

. Kingsbury. 33, business manager at Vermont 
S Public Radio (VPR) in Windsor, said she and 
•• Slothower were on their way back to the radio 
§ station at 7:23 when Slothower. assistant 
development director at VPR, noticed "two 
bright lights” far off in the distance. 

One of the lights, Kingsbury said, was “very 
white, very bright and luminous, almost blue- 
white." The other light was dimmer and “not 
nearly so big" or as bright. 

Kingsbury said she thought the lights were 
too bright to be stars and “not moving fast 
enough to be a satellite." 

As the slow-moving object came closer, she 
said, it took on a triangular shape and the 
women could see more lights on the underside 
of the apparently metalic craft 

"As it went over the top of us, this slow thing, 
there was a very heavy humming, droning 


yellow and bluish lights filling in underneath.” 

Red lights on the sides of the object became 
visible as the craft approached 

Kingsbury described her reaction to the 
sighting as "far out.” 

"I mean, you know, it wasn't like anything 
I'd ever seen in my lifetime," she said. “It was 
like being part of Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind' when Mother Ship comes over the 
mountain the first time " 

Kingsbury said the Vermont State Police 
referred them to the Plattsburgh Air Force 
Base in Plattsburgh. N Y. The air force, in 
turn, turned their queries over to the UFO 
Sighting Center in Seattle, Wash. 

All they got there was a tape recording, said 
Kingsbury so the women called the Center for 
UFO Studies in Evanston, Ill., north of Chicago. 

The center has already begun investigation 
of the sighting, said Mark Rodeghier, a center 
director. Thursday. 

Another witness, Jane Libby of Windsor, was 
returning from the PAC store around 7:30 p.m, 
when her son, 14-year-old Andrew Briggs, 
pointed to the lit object in the sky. 

Libby, who was on State Street at the time, 
described the object as “very large" with a 
“bright light about like a star, and six or eight 
red lights on the side. 

Her son, Andrew, an eight-grader at the 
Windsor Junior High School, said the object 
looked "like a cylinder, turning over very 
slow."

Kohlstrand said he was not frighten¬ 
ed by the experience, although he felt

The children “were kind of shook 
up,” however. Both Kohlstrand and 
Barrett believe UFO's, or unidentified 
flying objects, come from other 
civilizations in far distant universes 
and that they mean no harm, he said.

"Almost everybody teases me about 
it but eventually they admit they 
believe there are other things out there 
that are not explained.

Weather Bureau doesn’t have any 
weather balloons in the air after about 4 
p.m., said meteorologist Jim 
Wakefield. And the Federal Aviation 
AdministraUon knows of no special 
equipment or helicopters that could 
have been in the area, said deputy chief 
Ken Spencer at the Portland Interna¬ 
tional Airport 

The FAA office has received several 
inquiries in recent weeks, Spencer said. 
Those are referred to the National UFO 
Reporting Center in Seattle, 
Washington. That agency has received 
no reports from individuals, but several 
agencies have contacted the center, 
saying they are receiving numerous 
UFO siting calls since a siting about 
two weeks ago over the Columbia 
River, said center staff member Robert 
Gribble. 

Kohlstrand reported his siting to the 
Center for UFO Studies in Evanston, 
Dl. The Gresham Police Department 
also referred a second unidentified 
caller to that number, said records 
clerk Julie Beemer. 

Were those lights really UFO’s? No 
officials will speculate because the 
sitings were not reported soon enough 
to investigate. But perhaps this week's 
word of advice for UFO aficionados 
should be “heads up” and carry a 
camera.

Meteor Shoiver 


Observers Mystified 
By Flash in the Sky 


MIAMI (AP) — Veteran airline pilot 
Richard Houghton said the flash ol 
brilliant light that lit up the sky over 
Miami yesterday morning appeared 
to be "a Saturn rocket lifting off — 
except pointing down at the Earth.” 

A pilot flying over Naples said it 
looked like a flare, while another pilot 
flying 35 miles northeast of Palm 
Beach reported a blue flash "that 
completely surrounded” his airplane. 

But the sudden flash of light that 
startled pilots and observers from the 
Florida Keys to Panama City actually 
was a spectacular meteor shower, ac¬ 
cording to the Coast Guard. 

After receiving reports of the mys¬ 
terious light. Petty Officer Chris Net¬ 
tles called the Civil Defense National 
Warning Center in Olney, Md., and 
was told it was called “Lyrid’s Meteor 
Phenomenon." 

“It’s fairly common for this time of 
year,” Nettles said. 

The Miami Coast Guard station said 
yesterday it had no further informa¬ 
tion about the brilliant display of light 
Gerald Mays of the Civil Defense 
warning center said the official expla¬ 
nation was a meteor shower, which he 
said was reported to the center at 
12:59 a.m. yesterday. 

“I have in my log that the Coast 
Guard reported a meteor shower or 
possible space debris that almost hit 
an aircraft," Mays said. 

But according to Houghton, a Delta 
Airlines captain who was looking up 
from his swimming pool, “This was no 
natural phenomena. I don’t believe it 
If it was, it was the biggest thing in 
history.” 

Houghton's son, Hunter, described it 
as a “giant bright orange and yellow 
flame. It shone like a welding arc.” 

The elder Houghton added, “This 
was the damndest thing I’ve ever seen 


in my whole life, and I've been flying 
lor 30 years. 

“First of all. it was like a large, 
bluish green reentry-type vehicle, but 
gigantic, and as it neared the lower 
eastern horizon it burst into flames. 

“I have seen many, many meteors, 
everything from at 37,000 feet to sea 
level. This thing, if it was a meteor, 
it’s the biggest one that ever passed 
through the atmosphere around here 
for a hell of a long time,” the veteran 
pilot said. 

Hugh Harris, spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Aeronautics and Space Admin¬ 
istration at Kennedy Space Center in 
Cape Canaveral, said yesterday he 
was unaware of any man-made space 
debris having reentered the atmo¬ 
sphere. 

“There are some fairly good size 
things up there, like second stages of 
rockets, which are pretty big, but I 
don’t know what they’d look like com¬ 
ing in,” be said. 

An Eastern Airlines pilot flying 
over Miami Beach said the light 
streaked west to east, and another 
pilot flying in the same area said an 
object appeared to have just missed 
the tail of his aircraft. The brightness 
lit up his cockpit, that pilot said. 

Miami resident Sam Stone, was out¬ 
side getting something from his car, 
he said. He said he saw “this extreme¬ 
ly bright object ... blue or white, 
traveling very fast straight down. The 
tip of it seemed to streak back into 
orange flame-like color behind it.” 

Stone said the object made no sound 
as it fell to treetop level and vanished. 

Employees at the Federal Aviation 
Administration's control tower at Mi¬ 
ami International Airport who also 
saw the flash described it as “bright 
enough to light up the whole sky.”

UFO probers claim sightings 

If you took a weird trip, you were on spaceship, they say

Sightings of unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects over Puyallup. Fife, Interstate 5 
and the Highland Hill shopping center 
all are part of the record being com¬ 
piled by a Seattle couple who have been 
investigating UFOs. 

When you are driving along, and the 
broken white lines of the highway begin 
to run together, and you don't remem¬ 
ber passing cars or landmarks, and 
sometime later you wake up at some 
place where you hadn't intended to 
drive, scientists would say you might 
be suffering from ‘road hypnosis.” 

Not so, say UFO investigators Dan 
and Aileen Edwards. They said it is 
more likely you have been aboard a 
space ship. 

Many of what the Edwardses term 
"abductions” have taken place along 
major highways, like 1-5. they said. 

Dan says he is a skilled hypnotist, 
and when he puts a person with such an 
experience under hypnosis, that person 
usually comes up with a story of being 
captured by alien beings and spirited 
away aboard a space ship, according to 
his wife, Aileen, 45. 

Dan, 36, is a manager at Red Dot 
Corp., which manufactures air condi¬ 
tioners for large trucks. UFO investiga¬ 
tions are done in his spare time. Aileen 
said. 

“You have to know the crucial ques¬ 
tions to ask these people," Mrs. Ed¬ 
wards said. “That is why Dan had to 
learn hypnosis. He knows how to handle 
people who really are in trauma over 
what happened to them.” 

They work with the UFO Reporting 
Center in Seattle, which is operated by 
a retired Seattle firefighter. 

She said some of the financing to 
support the UFO Contact Center in 
Burien, operated by the Edwardses, 
comes from people who claim to been 
taken aboard UFOs. 

“These people don’t have anybody to 
talk to who understands them,” Aileen 
said. "They're very traumatic.” 

In 1978, she said, a Puyallup man 
was abducted in his home town and was 
put back on the highway at Fife 25 min¬ 
utes later. 

The car usually goes with them when 
they are abducted, Aileen explained. A 
tractor beam, she explained (“though I 
hate to use those Buck Rogers terms”) 
comes down from the space ship and 
takes them, car and all. 

When The News Tribune asked if the 
Puyallup man would consent to an 
interview, Aileen said, "He was scared 
after being abducted. He was so scared 
he disappeared. He was petrified.” 

Aileen said the researchers "don't 
get many calls from around Tacoma. 
Mostly they are in the Seattle area." 

She said she and her husband have 
investigated more than 50 cases they 
believe were persons who had been kid¬ 
napped by space creatures. 

She said there was one case where 
six flying saucers were sighted over a 


store at the Highland Hill Shopping 
Center at Sixth Avenue and North 
Pearl Street. 

"The craft came up from the trees 
behind a supermarket and went over 
the top of the store before disappear¬ 
ing. 

“It was very bizarre. The people who 
saw them could see beings inside the 
craft. These creatures looked like 
Sasquatches. They could be seen from 
the waist up, only, though we could 
only guess it was the waist. They were 
hairy and gray.” 

This sighting also occurred about 
1978, she said. 

Other cases she told about include: 

• A Seattle man picked up at the 
Mercer Street entrance to 1-5 and de¬ 
posited on a stretch of sand near Ed¬ 
monds 45 minutes later. His car was 
stuck in the sand. 

• A Seattle woman was abducted 
while passing the Rainier Brewery and 
deposited at Federal Way 35 minutes 
later — a place she hadn’t intended to 
go. 

• A Seattle man was an abducted on 
Stevens Pass and the next thing, he 
knew he was on Military Road south of 
Seattle.

But Aileen said people who have 
been abducted don't want to be contact¬ 
ed. They’re afraid their names will be 
made public and people, including 
friends and associates, will ridicule 
them. 

She said some hear a loud boom 
when they are hoisted, car and all, into 
the spaceship. Sometimes there is a 
bright light. 

“The aliens have larger eyes than 
ours. They have a grayish-white skin. 
They stand 4 feet tall. They have no 
ears and two holes for a nose, with a 
slit for a mouth that they don't use for 
talking. 

"Some look like us — and that makes 


you wonder where we came from. 

“Others are really bizarre, with oc¬ 
topus tentacles on their heads with big 
suction-cups on the ends of them and 
some sort of a strainer on the suctioa 
cups. They may be aquatic. I think they 
all talk through telepathy.” 

They all wear one-piece suits with 
helmets, she said. 

"Some were little light-green skinned 
beings with fingers with webs between 
them. They didn’t wear anything. The 
abduction of a man by these beings 
came below Olympia. 

"Abductions have picked up in the 
past three or four years — very rapid¬ 
ly," she added. 

Usually, she said, people don’t know 
they’ve been taken by aliens but some 
sure symptoms are: 

• Missing time. Did the subject ar¬ 
rive at a destination in a much longer 
time than usual? 

• Unusual skin abnormalities, such 
as marks, puncture wounds, bruises, 
rashes, suntan without sun, or warts. 

• Any unusual dreams involving 
UFOs, geometric symbols, alien beings.' 

• Sudden development of extrasenso¬ 
ry perception abilities. 

• Appearance of aliens in one’s home 
at night while in bed or sleeping. 

Most people don’t realize their con¬ 
tact until after taken through regres¬ 
sion by hypnosis, she said. 

A person who claimed to be one of 
those abducted — Gayle, 44 — told The 
News Tribune of four times she had 
been taken by aliens. 

She said the first time was 1967 when 
she was in a car. with her daughters. 
Dee, 11 and Jeri, 3H, near Dallas. She 
was missing for two hours at the time. 

She said she was abducted twice in 
1977, once in June at Coeur 
d’Alene, Idaho, and again at the same 
city in December of thaf year. 

The third encounter was in Seattle 
last October, she said. 

They were always the same aliens, 
she said. 

“They stood 4 feet 8 inches; their 
heads were big in proportion to their 
bodies. They had no hair, really big 
eyes about the size of eggs, almost no 
nose and a slit for a mouth. 

“They told me and showed me a lot 
of things that were incomprehensible to 
me. I don't know what they were talk¬ 
ing about telepathically. They showed 
me symbols I didn't understand. I saw 
lots of machinery, but I didn't know 
how to operate it or what it did. 

“In 1977, they gave me a physical 
exam. I bear a scar on my left shoulder 
from it. It is a round scar about the size 
of a dime, with marks in the center that 
look like a star or spokes in a wheel. 

“I was on a table. I had my clothes 
off. They gave me a complete physical 
examination with some type of equip¬ 
ment that looked like a tube or a steel 
bar. It was very warm, but not hot" 

Once, she said, she was hypnotized 
and until that time she had not realized 
she had been kidnapped.

Is Air Force covering up UFO information? 


"There are not now, nor ever have 
been, any extraterrestrial visitors or 
equipment on Wrlght-Patterson Air 
Force Base."

WRIGHT PATTERSON AIR 
FORCE BASE, Ohio - Like the plot 
o( the movie it apparently inspired, 
the rumor ol Wright-Patterson's 
aliens on ice is far-fetched enough to 
make it almost believable. 

And. based on the number of letters 
that keep flowing In here every 
month demanding that the Air Force 
come clean about Its extraterrestrial 
cover-up. more than a few people be¬ 
lieve every word of It. 

The rumor is that In 1947 a saucer¬ 
shaped spaceship, manned by aliens, 
crashed In an isolated area of New 
Mexico. The alien crew and their 
craft, the rumor says, were 'then 
taken lo Wrlght-Patterson. where 
they were deep frozen for safekeep¬ 
ing 


Earlier this year, a movie called 
"Hangar 18" was released bearing 
strong similarities to the “little green 
men" rumor, and the Information 
office here is bracing for another on¬ 
slaught of calls. 

Although Wright-Patterson doesn’t 
even have a Hangar 18, its associa¬ 
tion with UFOs over the years is 
enough to make even the hardened 
skeptic wonder about the reports (or 
at least a few minutes. 

From 1947 through 1969, Wright- 
Patterson was the home of "Opera¬ 
tion Blue Book," an official Air Force 
pamphlet on unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects When Blue Book was disconti¬ 
nued In 1969 It had investigated 12,618 
sightings, of which 701 remained un¬ 
identified to the end. 

When it was all over, the Air Force 
concluded that none of the investi¬ 


gated sightings gave any Indication 
of being a threat to the national secu¬ 
rity, that none represented techno¬ 
logical developments beyond the 
range of present-day scientific 
knowledge, and that there was no evi¬ 
dence that sightings categorized as 
"unidentified" were extraterrestrial 
vehicles. 

Since 1969, the Air Force says, 
nothing has happened to persuade it 
to resume its investigation. 

But, despite the official reports and 
the press releases, Wright-Patterson 
still gets a steady flow of letters from 
people all over the world wanting to 
know the truth about "the cover-up of 
the three humanoids you found In the 
New Mexico desert," says Lt. Col. 
Leonard M. Kacher, base public af¬ 
fairs officer. 

Kacher gets so many letters that he 


now has adopted a standard reply, 
but admits that "dot everyone appre¬ 
ciates the form letter." 

One woman wrote back, “1 did not 
ask for a sheet with a bunch of malar- 
key. I just don’t see the sense of 
hiding this stuff...” 

When two UFO investigators col¬ 
laborated on a book about Wright- 
Patterson’s cover-up last year, they 
Identified the location of the frozen 
aliens as Hangar 18-A. While the base 
doesn't have a hangar numbered that 
high, there Is an office building with 
the 18-A tag. 

But a more likely location for put¬ 
ting Martians on Ice, says the Air 
Force, is Building 18-F. Used during 
the 1950s by the Aero Propulsion Lab-, 
oratory for testing engines, the build¬ 
ing has several refrigerated cells 
capable of bringing temperatures 


down to 65 degrees below zero. 

The cells are not only large enough 
for a flying saucer, but at one time 
accommodated a complete fire 
englne- 

But Air Force officials point out 
that the building has never been off 
limits, and that reporters nave 
toured It at least three times in the 
past year without finding any aliens. 

Don Ritter, who worked on tests In 
18-F during the '50s and has been at 
Wright-Patterson since 1942, says the 
rumors of aliens on Ice have gone on 
for years. “I'd like to see one of those 
UFOs,” he says. 

Kacher himself doesn’t dismiss the 
possibility of creatures from outer 
space, despite Blue Book's conclu¬ 
sions. "It se«ms to me to be awful 
egotistical to say that we would be 
the only Intelligent beings In this 


galaxy," he says. 

But, he adds. If they’re out there, 
they haven't identified themselves. 
“1 want proof and we haven't seen 
that," he says.

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UC Scientist Admits He's 
Baffled by Saucer Reports

Several scientist^ still stumped for an explanation of “flying 
saucers,” were convinced today that the mysterious objects really 
exist. 

One expert said they may be space ships from another planet. 

Reports of fast-travelling, extremely light objects over Wash¬ 
ington during the week end gave weight to the theory that the 
“saucers” are real, according to| 
some experts. 

Otto Struve, director of the 
Leuschner observatory and chair¬ 
man of the Department of Astron¬ 
omy of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia here, was baffled by the 
mounting reports of “saucers.” 

“I have no idea what flying! 
saurcers could possibly be. I have 
no knowledge on the subject what¬ 
soever,” he said. 

An official of Mt. Wilson Ob¬ 
servatory at Los Angeles, who 
asked that his name be withheld, 
said the objects reportedly sighted 
near Washington apparently were 
not a form of meteor or “other 
natural phenomena.” 

DECLINED COMMENT 

He declined to comment, how¬ 
ever, on the possibility that the 
objects came from a neighbor 
planet. 

“I definitely believe the objects 
sighted over Washington were not 
a figment of someone’s imagina¬ 
tion,” said R. L. Farnsworth, 
president of the US Rocket So¬ 
ciety, a reputable organization 

devoted to the study of rocket( m,tter on a parachute, 
travel. 

Farnsworth said "there is a pos¬ 
sibility” they are interplanetary 
space ships. He added that there 
was no way for him to know, 
with certainty, what the objects 
were. 

“Interplanetary space travel Is 
definitely possible," he said, “we 
know there is vegetation on the 
planet of Mars, and this could be 
an indication there is life on that 
planet.” 

Dr. J. Allen Hynek, an astrono¬ 
mer at Ohio State University, said 
he thinks the persons who have 
reported seeing the "saucers” were 
not just letting iheir imaginations 
get the best of them. 

He said he was convinced these 
persons saw something — "some 
type of object or phenomena.” 

But Hynek said it is “highly 
improbable” that the “saucers” 
come from another planet. 

'There would be too vast a 
distance and too much of an en¬ 
gineering problem involved," he 
said. 

One scientist, who asked that 
his name be withheld, speculated 


that the "saucers” might be ex¬ 
perimental aircraft developed by 
the US. 

If this is the case, he said, “it’s 
time the Government quit playing 
jokes on the people.” 

The same scientist said he 
thought it was “slightly fishy" 
that* many reports of the weird 
objects come from the general 
area of Washington and atomic 
proving grounds in New Mexico. 

Other scientists were keeping 
their hands off the mystery, wait¬ 
ing for more clues to the identity 
of the objects. 

Meanwhile, Capt. I r v-i n g Van 
Brunt, head of the Long Beach Air 
Force Weather Station, had a 
simple explanation for some Cali- 
firnia saucers. 

Three San Pedro policemen said 
they saw a “saucer” zoom up into 
space Saturday and explode into 
smaller pieces. Van Brunt said 
that at the time and place the 
policemen reported the incident

On Radars 

WASHINGTON, July 22 (UE)— 
The Air Force contributed to the 
rash of “flying saucer” specula¬ 
tion today by disclosing that 
strange aerial “objects” had been 
picked up on radar near the 
capital area. 

The Air Force said radar oper¬ 
ators at National Airport reported 
tracing eight unidentified “ob¬ 
jects” on their screens about mid¬ 
night last Saturday. 

The Air Force, which officially 
has maintained a skeptical atti¬ 
tude toward “flying saucers,” re¬ 
fused to make any attempt to 
identify the strange “objects.” A 
spokesman said he had no com¬ 
ment when asked whether the 
"objects” were "flying saucers.” 

The Air Force said only that 
the “objects” had been picked up 
on the radar screen, moving at 
speeds ranging from 100 to 130 
miles an hour. It said it is “in¬ 
vestigating” the report. 

Two pilots — one civilian and

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Farmer's Pictures Reveal 
Details of Flying Saucer 


MCMINNVILLE, Ore., June 12 
—(INS)—A ‘ saucer-weary" pub¬ 
lic got the needle again today as 
interest picked up in two pictures 
taken by Paul Trent, McMinn¬ 
ville former, of a flying saucer 
that had indications of authen¬ 
ticity.

Trent elaborated, “there wasn’t 
any flame and it was moving 
fairly slow. Then I snapped the 
lfrst picture. It moved a little to 
first picture. It moved to the 
right to take another picture. 

Neither Thent nor his wife 
heard any sound. 

Photographs first came to pub¬ 
lic attention Wednesday when 


Trent showed them to Frank 
Wortman, president of the First 
National Bank in McMinnville 
while there on routine business. 

Wortman asked to keep the 
pitcures and Trent returned to 
his farm. 

The pictures were shown to 
Bill Powell, telephone register 
staff member, who went out to 
interview the Trents. 

Powell said the Trents were 
unconcerned about the pictures 
and at first could not find the 
negatives. They were finally lo¬ 
cated under the davenport where 
their two children had been play¬ 
ing with them. 

Trent’s brother, Clayton, who 
lives near Paul, said he was as 
mystified as anyone over the 
disc pictures. But he is sure of 
one thing: 

“Paul doesn’t know enough 
about photography to fake some¬ 
thing like that.”

suits of natural phenomena.” 

All evidence, it added, points to 
three factors—“misinterpretation 
of various conventional objects; 
s mild form of mass hysteria; or 
hoaxes”—as the origin of the fly¬ 
ing saucer report*. 

Under Air Force definition, 
“various ' conventional objects” 
include such things as meteors, 
balloons, birds in flight or Just 
ordinary optical illusions. 

The effect of last night’s Air 
Force announcement was to deny 
a story appearing in the current 
edition of the magazine “True.” 
The magazine said it had learned 
that “a rocket authority stationed 
at Wright Field has told ’Project 
Saucer* personnel flatly that the 
saucers are interplanetary and 
that no ether conclusion is pos¬ 
sible.”

Protecting saucer-anxious Chi¬ 
cago around the clock is the 
4706th Defense Wing at O’Hare air¬ 
port under the command of Colonel 
Fred T. Crimmins Jr. 

F-86 Sabrejets, holders of the of¬ 
ficial world speed record of 670 
miles an hour, are poised with 50- 
caliber guns loaded. 

They are piloted by such aces as 
Lieutenant Colonel Bruce H. Hin¬ 
ton, who shot down the first Rus¬ 
sian-built MIG-15 in the Korean 
war, and Colonel Benjamin S. Pres¬ 
ton Jr., who has 102 Korean com¬ 
bat missions with four MIG kills. 

Any pilot, from lieutenant on up, 
Is empowered without further in¬ 
structions to shoot down anything 
he cannot identify by sighting or 
code exchange.

At the sound of the “scramble” 
siren pilots race from the ready 
pom to their planes.

While the watchdog of radar is 
the most advanced system of aerial 
detection yet devised, it has a limi¬ 
tation. 

STRAIGHT WAVES 
Radar waves, like television 
waves, will not “bend” over high 
hilltops. 

Thus it is ineffective at low alti¬ 
tudes where the line-of-sight is cut 
off by terrain obstruction. 

One way of minimizing this 
weakness is to locate the Nation's 
network of radar stations so that 
one beam will cover the dead spots 
of the other. 

Another is to use the eyes and 
ears of the new nationwide corps of 
volunteer ground observers who re¬ 
port to filter center. 

Tn Chicago the filter center Is 
located at the Museum of Science 
and Industry. 

“A suburban housewife may draw 
little glory or acclaim for her hours 
of watching or waiting.”

ALBUQUERQUE. Aug. 2.—I 
saw a flight of luminous objects 
—at least 10—pass over Albu¬ 
querque. The time was 9:50 
p. m. 

Whatever they were, they 
made a “flying saucers’’ be¬ 
liever out of me. They resem¬ 
bled nothing I had seen before. 

Their flight was soundless and 
graceful. At first they appeared 
overhead. They were clustered 
together in no apparent pattern, 
heading north. 

Then they ahifled to a perfect 
V. The shift was done with pre¬ 
cision. The formation resembled 
a flight of geese. 

Within a few seconds they 
formed a new pattern—twn rows 
with the objects in front spaced 


at exact intervals. The "sau¬ 
cers” in the second row were 
spaced evenly between those in 
the first row. 

If the objects were about 2500 
feet over the city, as they first 
appeared, they moved only 
about as fast as an F-86 Sabre- 
jet. Going on this assumption, 
their shifts in position were in¬ 
credibly swift and fantastically 
violent—in terms of our expe¬ 
rience. 

But if their nearness to the 
ground was an illusion—and the 
Air Force has said it believes 
such phenomena may be tricks 
of the atmosphere—their per¬ 
formance takes on even more 
incredible aspects. 

If they were at a great height, 
their speed must be beyond com¬ 
prehension. 

I was a witness on several oc¬ 


casions when fireballs, both 
green and blue-white, flashed 
through the ikies at various 
points in the southwest. On one 
occasion I reported in detail 
what I saw to Dr. Lincoln La 
Paz, director of the University 
of New Mexico Institute of Mt- 
teoritics and a nationally known 
authority on such things. 

Dr. La Paz told me today that 
the objects I saw last night 
“definitely are not associated 
with the Perseid meteor show¬ 
er.” He said the Perseid meteors 
are coming from the northeast 
and that they do not change for¬ 
mation or exhibit “intelligence 
or co-ordination.” 

I have witnessed both day and 
night rocket flights at White 
Sands Proving Ground, N. M. 
The saucers were something dif¬ 
ferent altogether.

Noted Astronomer Admits 
He Was 'Flying Disc’ Viewer 

WHITE SANDS, NM. July 8 (I'.P)—Dr. Clyde Tombaugh, who 
discovered the planet Pluto, today agreed that he is the scientist 
who was quoted as being "certain" he saw a flying saucer. 

But Tombaugh was not nearly so positive about the identity of 
the object he saw scoot across the sky above this secret military 
base as was the British authority on space travel who quoted him. 

Arthur C. Clarke, a leading 
British expert on rocket travel, 
told newsmen in Los Angeles re¬ 
cently that he believed flying 
saucers were more than myths or 
mirages. 

Clarke said he based his opin¬ 
ion on new data supplied by the 
scientists at the rocket testing 
base at White Sands. He also said. 

“A noted American scientist told 
me at White Sands that he is 
certain he has seen one (a flying 
saucer).” 

Tombaugh revealed that he was 
the scientist Clarke mentioned but 
added cautiously that he had not 
seen "anything like saucers." 

The American scholar did say. 
though, that he saw an object 
in the sky above Las Cruces, NM. 
in the summer of 1948. He said 
the object whizzed silently over¬ 
head. from south to north, too 
fast for a plane and too slow for 
a meteor. 

"I take a very humble attitude 
about it all," Tombaugh said he 
told Clarke. "We may know some¬ 
thing some day but we have no 
idea yet as to what these objects 
are. if they are material object*." 

Clarke was careful to point out 
to reporters that he was still not 
prepared to say for certain that 
flying saucers were real.

Radar, Spotter 
Posts Are Urged 

SCITUATE, Mass.. Feb. 26. AJ.R) 
—Dr. Anthony O. Mirarchi. for¬ 
mer Air Force scientist, urged to¬ 
day that radar and spotter ob¬ 
servation posts be set up to track 
down flying saucers "that may 
lead to another Pearl Harbor." 

Dr. Mirarchi. who investigated 
more than 300 reports of flying 
saucers as chief of the Air Force's 
atmospheric composition bureau 
of the geographical research di¬ 
vision in Watertown last year, 
brushed aside* recent statements 
by Dr. Urner Liddell, a Navy sci¬ 
entist. 

He said Liddell’s conclusion 
that flying saucers really were 
plastic balloons sent into the up¬ 
per atmosphere by the Navy for 
radiation research "does not tell 
the whole story." 

‘“The results of my own inves¬ 
tigation,’*- he said, “indicate that 
we cannot exclude the possibility 
that the so-called flying saucer 
is the result of experiments by a 
potential enemy of the United 
States.’’ 

“If they were launched by a 
foreign power, then they could 
lead to a worse Pearl Harbor 
than we have ever experienced,” 

he said. 

Dr. Mirarchi urged that a 
“considerable appropriation be 
granted the Air Force to set up 
photographic, radar and spotter 
tracking points to study the mys¬ 
terious phenomena." 

He said he had Issued a re¬ 
port to the Air Force on his find¬ 
ings last year, but did not know 
whether the inquiry had been 
continued. 

He said he was surprised to 
learn the Navy’s opinion of flying 
saucers and said it was “inaccu¬ 
rate." 

“Some of the reports gathered 
might well have been of radia¬ 
tion balloons, but that would not 
account for other observations 
which seem to exclude them,” be 
said. 

“The Navy’s report is erron¬ 
eous'. It lulls people into a false 
sense of security,” he added. 

Asked about an Air Force 
statement that more than 500 in¬ 
vestigations were made without 
one bit of concrete evidence to 
back up reports of flying saucers. 
Dr. Mirarchi said. "I thought I 
was the only one making such an 
investigation. And as far as I’m 
concerned, there certainly was 
evidence to back up my conclu¬ 
sion.” 


Flying Saucers Real U. S. Aircraft? 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (/P). —| 
United States News and World 
Report says there Is competent 
evidence that flying saucers are 
real aircraft of revolutionary de¬ 
sign, developed in the United 
States. 

The weekly news magazine for 
April 7, out today, concludes that 
the Navy is doing the develop¬ 
ment. 

(The Navy, asked about such re¬ 
ports Friday, said it built only 
one machine of the general saucer 1 
shape, a piston-engine aircraft, 
and it never flew. It said it never 
built a jet version.) 

Reporting what it calls the 
"real story” behind the welter of 
reports about such flying ma¬ 
chines, the magazine says "engi¬ 
neers competent to appraise re¬ 
port* of reliable observers" have! 
reached these conclusions: 

“Flying saucers, seen by hun¬ 
dreds •( competent observers 
over most parts of the United 


States, are accepted as real. Evi¬ 
dence Is that they are aircraft of 
a revolutionary type, a combi¬ 
nation of helicopter and fast jet 
plane. 

“They conform to well-known 
principles of aerodynamics. 

“An early model of these 
saucers was built by United 
States engineers In 1942, 
achieved more than 100 success¬ 
ful test flights. That project 
was taken over by the Navy in 
wartime. Much more advanced 
models are now being built." 

The article says early models 
were built by engineers of the Na¬ 
tional Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics. 

It credits the first United States 
model to Charles H. Zimmerman 
of the N. A. C. A., reporting thatl 
the machine was elliptical In, 


shape with two piston engines 
driving it at a top speed between 
100 and 500 miles an hour. More 
important, the article goes on, it 
had a landing speed of about 35 
miles an hour and could rise al 
most vertically. 

In what was described as an 
analysis of reports from observ¬ 
ers, the magazine says the ma¬ 
chines are exactly 105 feet in di¬ 
ameter and appear to be about 10 
feet thick. 

The article quotes a "top level 
Government aeronautical engi¬ 
neer” as concluding that variable 
direction jet engines supph 
power for both propulsion and 
yianeuvering, the number of en¬ 
gines turned on, the angle to 
which they are turned, and the 
power applied to them determin 
ing direction and speed.

"It’s quite impressive if you don’t 
know what it Is, said Mr. McKay, an 
electrician at Women’s College Hospi¬ 
tal. 

“It has a special structure built 
along its wings that lights up with 
whatever messages the pilot puts into 
it from the computer.” 

A spokesman for the Metro Toronto 
Police said they have “received a 
number of calls concerning a new 
plane coming out from the island. 
We’ve been getting these reports for 
about a month.” 

A caller to The Globa and Mail who 
would only identify herself as Kay 
said she saw an object hovering over 
Riverdale Hospital about 9:30 p.m.

Countless eyewitnesses 
tell tales of UFOs

W.K. (Bill) Allen is no quack, yet he per¬ 
sonally believes that there is something to the 
Unidentified Flying Object (UFO) 
phenomenon. 

The Kelowna resident hates the word 
“believes” because the term is associated 
with religion. 

A lifelong physicist, he became fascinated 
with the subject in 1958-59 and since that time 
has become the top UFO investigator in 
Western Canada. 

After 23 years of investigation, he has col¬ 
lected an album of photographs, slides, 
magazines, books, articles, taped interviews, 
and has his own videotape copy of a 91-minute 
documentary on the mysterious phenomenon. 

The items were gathered as he travelled 
across the country visiting those who had 
seen something they couldn’t explain and 
touring sites of possible landings. 

“That’s what got me — talking to these peo¬ 
ple and hearing things 1 couldn’t explain. It’s 
a challenge to anyone who knows science.” 

The phenomenon is partly nuts and bolts 
and then there’s the phychic aspect, he says 

There is documentary evidence showing 
the existence of unidentified flying objects, 
documents like the previously-top-secret let¬ 
ter from J. Edgar Hoover, former director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which 
refers to the downed flying saucer in the 
possession of the U S. Air Force. 

Governments are so secretive about UFOs 
since their leaders recognize that the country 
which can duplicate flying saucer per¬ 
formance could conceivably rule the word, he 
says. 

There are countless eyewitness accoufts of 
UFOs using a paralyzing ray on human be¬ 
ings, the effects of their passage on radios 
and car engines in addition to their capability 
to outpace the fastest aircraft now in ex¬ 
istence 

Allan was a field Investigator for the Aerial 


Phenomena Research Organization and his 
name is mentioned m Uie acknowledgements 
of many serious books on the subject. 

There have been sightings of UFOs in the 
Central Okanagan, but the number of reports 
are rare since no one wants the publicity, he 
says. 

His current project, although he Is 75 years 
of age, Is studying German, so he can 
translate the research of Burkhard Heim, a 
noted German scientist. 

Heim, associated with the Central Euro¬ 
pean section of the Mutual UFO Network, has 
taken Albert Einstein’s theory of relativity to 
its next logical step. 

Instead of four dimensions, three spatial 
and that of time, Heim theorizes that there 
are six dimensions and that humans can only 
perceive the first three. 

“His unified quantum field theory has ex¬ 
plained many observations relating to UFOs 
which can’t be explained by normal laws of 
physics,” says Allan. 

The German government has recently 
classified his work as top secret and there 
may be no further reports, however. 

“Ledlng European scientists still write 
under pseudonyms because that part of the 
world isn’t ready for its top researchers to 
speak out on the subject,” he said. 

Allan feels there is “a lot of Junk at the 
newsstands,” and those interested in follow¬ 
ing the latest UFO reports should subscribe to 
one of the following:

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WAS THIS THE BLACK COUNTRY’S 
FIRST FLYING SAUCER SIGHTING? 


CoMley contributor, Mr. A. Hydo, recalls tha sighting of strange object* In the sky 
over Sedgley Beacon, more than half a century ago and also provides the sketch 
reproduced below. 

U.F.O. sightings are rtew fairly common but we wonder if this account refers to 
the first such incident In this area? 

Mr. Hyde writes. 


Concerning the subject of 
UFO’s in the January edition of 
The Bugle. I have a vivid 
recollection of seeing and 
watching three disc-like 
objects in the sky when walking 
with a friend over Sedgley 
Beacon, at about 4 o’clock one 
August afternoon in 1925. 

We had descended the 
beacon tower and were 
walking towards Wolver¬ 
hampton, i.e. to the north. High 
clouds had slowly increased 
until the whole face of the sky 
was obscured Weather 
conscious, we were looking up 
and commenting on this when, 
to the north west, a fairly long 
break appeared in the clouds 
Showing a strip of clear blue sky 
above. 

At that moment a spherical- 
shaped object passed from 
right to left above the opening 
end nearest to us - appearing a 
few seconds later moving over 
the opening at the opposite 
end It then came into view 
above where we had first 
sighted it. (apparently having 
completed a circle) when 
simultaneously an identical 
object crossed over at the far 
and. My friend and myself were 
spellbound as we watched the 
two strange machines (flying at 
an altitude of about 15,000 
feet) glide noiselessly over the 


break in the clouds as they both 
continued to circle round in a 
clockwise direction. 

We had been watching this 
phenomena for a few minutes 
when the centre of the gap 
widened, exposing a third 
identical object hovering on the 
right, which during our next 
few minutes observation 
remained absolutely motion¬ 
less. then the clouds closed in 


Shutting off our view. 

It was difficult to form any 
correct idea of their size at such 
a height, but considering their 
visual size in relation to the 
distanoe. I would say they were 
about thirty six feet across by 
eighteen feet deep. 

Both of us perceived that the 
contour and performance of 
these strange craft was totally 
unlike any of the flying 


machines we knew so well in 
our own physical world Had 
we known about UFO'S dr 
flying saucers at that time, we 
would without doubt have put 
them in that category 

I recall the look of 
amazement on my friends face 
as he turned to me and 

said.’’What bin they" 

Needless to say. neither of us 
had a clue, aviation was still in 
its infancy at that time. Sadly, 
my friend (who I could name if it 
were necessary) is now buried 
in the cemetary adjacent to 
where we witnessed this little 
episode

SHORTLY before midnight on 
December 30, 1978, a freight 
plane took off from Wellington, 
New Zealand, for a regular 
newspaper delivery run to 
Christchurch. The pilot and co¬ 
pilot had unusual company—a 
team from a local TV station. 
The last time the plane had 
flown this route, the crew had 
spotted brilliant lights that 
seemed to follow their flight 
path, sometimes hovering 
motionless and then speeding 
furiously, sometimes reflecting 
off the sea or illuminating the 
land like searchlights. The TV 
team hoped to capture these un¬ 
identified flying objects on film. 

About 25 minutes out of 
Wellington, the lights appeared, 
brilliantly lighting the sky. At 
the same time, radar screens at 
Wellington recorded mysterious 
blips, as though something was 
flying in tandem with the plane. 
The TV film showed later that 
the other light sources in the 
night sky — city reflections, 
rising stars—were far less 
bright than the objects which 
the radar operators described 
ay " weird.” 

On the return journey, ground 
control confirmed that the bril¬ 
liant lights and the mystery blips 
were at the same height and 
angle. The phenomenon now 
varied from bright white to dim 
orange light and its erratic path 
still seemed to follow the plane. 
Cameraman David Crockett 
thought he saw “ a brightly lit 
bottom and a sort of transparent 
top” within the lights. 

On the ground, researchers 
looked for rational explanations 
—Japanese fishing-boats’ lights, 
secret aircraft, sightings of Jupi¬ 
ter or Venus, meteors, city lights 
or simply a hoax. None seemed 
reasonable. The lights some¬ 
times remained still (unlike 


meteors) sometimes appeared 
over the sea (unlike city lights). 
The fishing fleet was 170 miles 
south-east of Christchurch, well 
off the plane’s route. The Ameri¬ 
can magazine International UFO 
Reporter reviewed the evidence 
and declared it “a photographic 
record of a truly mysterious 
event.” 

The Wellington UFO might 
have remained a mystery, but 
for an intriguing encounter 
between psychologists and 
physicists which has now pro¬ 
duced the first workable general 
explanation of UFOs. The 
mystery lights in New Zealand, 
can be explained, not as 
visitors from outer galaxies, but 
as products of a mysterious pro¬ 
cess on Earth which physicists 
are just beginning to observe 
and understand. 

Psychologists at Laurentian 
University in Canada who were 
studying odd and unpredictable 
phenomena began searching 
for links between such events. 
Their computer studies showed 
a statistically significant corre¬ 
lation between unidentified 
flying objects and minor earth¬ 
quakes. In their hunt for an 
explanation, the psychologists 
contacted the US Bureau of 
Mines in Denver, Colorado, 
where Dr Brian Brady was 
studying underground rock- 
bursts. He had simulated in the 
laboratory the strains that break 
roclc apart. 

When auartz-bearing rock 
broke up, he noticed balls of 
light—short-lived, but as intense 
as lightning. The luminescence 
from a single crack under a 
laboratory glass would last only 
for micro-seconds, but in that 
time it might streak away, hover 
and then move again following 
the energy source in the rock-

break. What Brady was watch¬ 
ing could have been tiny UFOs. 

His work, still unpublished, 
shows how the ■ light is pro¬ 
duced. Where rock cracks, “ it 
has to prepare itself,” he says. 
Laws of thermodynamics are 
suspended. Matter implodes, 
instead of exploding, and 
enough energy forms to dissolve 
the usual bonds between ions 
and electrons. The implosion 
forms a hole in the rock, fol¬ 
lowed by shocks and strains and 
a growing failure along a fault 
line. The minor version is a 
cracking fragment of quartz— 
but the full-scale version is an 
earthquake, accompanied by 
what the Chinese already call 
“ earthquake lights.” 

Brady has showed that seismic 
activity can indeed produce the 
energy for mystery lights. 

He points out that cracks in 
rock like quartz—whose struc-

ture is not perfectly symmetrical 
— can produce an electromag¬ 
netic field around the electrons 
and ions, “ a kind of magnetic 
bottle which give shape to the 
light.” Rock becomes ionised like 
the air during a thunderstorm, 
so that electricity can. travel 
through what is usually a barrier. 

And energy in its “ bottle ” can 
move and even grow, as long as 
there is a source, like the spread¬ 
ing fractures along the great 
fault-lines of the earth. The 
resultant light-ball can spin as it 
moves, which might account for 
the characteristic dome-shape 
above and below the UFO which 
led to the name "flying 
saucers.” 

The theory is plausible, and 
it is more than conjecture: 
physicists have seen the light 
caused by rockbreaks, and they 
know that electromagnetic fields 
do form on the surface of earth¬ 
quake areas. Spectacular UFO 
Sightings are reported from Cali¬ 
fornia, which is split by the San 
Andreas Fault. 

Brady looked again at the New 
Zealand sightings, just to see if 
his theory would explain them. 

He laid geological maps along¬ 
side the flightpath of the freight 
lane, and realised that the plane 
ad been flying parallel to one 
of the earth’s great fault lines, 
the Alpine Fault. If UFOs really 
are products of rockbreaks in 
the earth, the flight path would 
be an ideal place to view them. 

Not everybody is happy with 
Brady’s theory. Since his ideas 
became public, he has had 
several furious phone calls. “It 
seems,” he says, “ that people 
just don’t want you to take away 
the chance that there's some Big 
Daddy out there in th* sky.”

Yesterday a watchman of the Horminor Company, who watches over the company's 
machinery near the new cemetery and meters from the Toro River, reported hav¬ 
ing witnessed a strange celestial appearance. 

Alejandro Nina, 56, married, six children, told El Tribuno a curious exped¬ 
ience: 

"I had, as usual, gone to work at 19:00. It was 23:25-he said-and I was in 
the hut. I remember this well because I had Just wound up the alarm clock. 

At that moment, an intense white light entered through the windows, door and 
cracks. I went outside to see what it was and saw over my head a kind of ball 
bigger than the afternoon star and which gave off a strong white light. I 
stood there amazed and soon noticed with surprise that it started a very fast 
motion towards the west; it took no longer than three seconds-he recalled-in 
losing itself behind the cordillera. It left a white trail that took no less 
than 15 minutes in slowly disappearing. I had never seen something like this. 

I work here as a guard since six months ago and am tired of looking at the 
stars. I am familiar with them. And this I saw last night was neither a star 
nor any known aerial machine. I don't know what it might have been, but am 
sure it was nothing normal." 

At the Flight Scheduling office of the Air Station of El Aybal, it was reported 
that no air traffic was recorded in the local sky at the hour mentioned by Nina, 
The witness' testimony is added to the hundreds of thousands that have filled 
the pages of newspapers since 1947, the time of the first credible testimony 
about the UFO phenomenon.

ACCOUNT OF A STRANGS PRESENCE IN MANZANO AMARGO 
"...Now I would dare talk with those little men" 

(Published in the paper "Rio Negro" of General Roca, Rio Negro Province) 

The NeuquSn-born man recounted to "Rio Negro" the experience he went through; 
one day before he had done the same to the police of Las Ovejas, and shortly 
after the event occurred, hs told it to the local teacher. Coincidences in 
the three versions are complete, according to Luis Cecilio Recia, a young man 
from San Juan who is acting director of School 253 of Manzano Amargo. 

THE SITE 

526 kilometers to the M of the provincial capital where the provincial Juris¬ 
diction begins to shrink towards the vortex of the international and interpro¬ 
vincial limits, lies this small site, which can be reached over hard, difficult 
roads, inadequate for small or medium vehicles. It is a narrow valley that ex¬ 
tends from the mouth of the NeuquSn river which runs smooth and crystalline 
there, no tributaries existing there. 

Two regularly-sized mountains turn the place into a long corridor through 
which violent winds blow. The rivulets that come down from the heights feed 
an extensive “mailin' 1 and are recovered in primitive drains by the locals to 
satisfy requirements of consumption and vegetable watering. Poplars and wil¬ 
lows grow luxuriously. Several "pits" step upwards with good grass used for 
summer fodder. 

Along the upper Neuquln reside some 200 people, most of them children which 
constitute the human capital of Manzano Amargo. School 253—its modem 
building having been donated by the Light and Energy Union—is practically 
the nucleus of the small community. Not only do education activities orig¬ 
inate there, but also social, community and all the others a field school is 
'obliged' to perform. 

The breeding of goats, horses ana cattle is the means that maintains a scax^* 
cely dignified average standard of life. Misery, in some cases, reaches un¬ 
suspected limits, as the case of Dona Margarita del Carmen Castillo, who 
lives in a cave with two small children. 

THE PROTAGONIST 

Don Fermin Albornoz lives in this environment; he was born "right here" 44 
years ago, "where 'moo' is still with me." Married and father of seven 
children. Herder. Typical cordillera man. Thick body; weather-beaten 
face and hands. In spite of the season he wears a lot of clothe# and a hat 
with strap and a wide brim. He attended us outside of his hut, surrounded 
by some ten children who observe with much attention every sequence of the 
conversation which starts outright. Fermin Albornoz makes use of a reduced 
language, showing a marked trans-Andean influence; but he gets to the point. 

Hf uses short sentences for each reply, which he invariably finishes with a 
smile and a gesture denoting concern, wishing to know if he was explicit. 

THE STORY 

Fermin Albornoz and six or seven other persons (he doesn't remember exactly) 
were resting early Sunday morning in the place where cattle eat their summer 
fodder in Manzano Amargo, about one and a half or two hours on horseback 
from School 253. "It was a quiet night full of stars. After looking at the 
animals, I and another companion lay down outside of the hut. Inside were 
six or seven more. It would have been three or four, I don't know well, 
when a light woke me up. I also heard a humming that eeemed to come from 
above. It wasn't too loud. It resembled that of a gasoil pickup. The 
light was bluish, did not change and came from some twenty meters towards 
the hut. I got very scared. I alerted my companion beside me, who wanted 
to sit up, but when he saw the light he shrieked and hid under the covers." 

According to Albornoz, while this was happening, the animals near the hut 
were restless. Cattle were bellowing, and the horses that were tied up, 
broke off from the trees where they were kept and escaped. "They are very 
gentle animals, the other day we had to look for them quite far away. I 
thought it was death." 

Without losing his composure and clearly answering each question, he cont¬ 
inued: "I was very scared. I couldn't sit up completely when I saw by ngr 
side (and he indicates with the index finger of his right hand a sp>ot near 
his feet), just there, two little men, two beings that surely came from the 
light. They were no taller than this (and indicates a height of some 60 cm), 
well-shaped body and had a dark, buttonless uniform. I heard them saying 
something to me. I thought it was death and that I did not want to die far 
from ny family." 

How long did it last? "I wouldn't know. Look, my senses left me. I only 
know I couldn't look at their face, but I wanted to. I was very frightened 
and shook all over. Afterwards, the little men disappeared and the light 
left slowly along the meadow. I woke my companions who only heard the ani¬ 
mals' noise. They say I wasn't talking right and that I was very scared. 

At first, they didn't believe me, but then they changed somewhat when the 
animals were missing and listened to the other one, the one who hid under 
the covers. The other day they joked with him, but he said he was not 
scared, he was afraid. We also went to see if there were traces, but noth¬ 
ing remained in the mallin (vegetation)." 

QUESTION 

Told like this, the story seems to belong to the realms of fantasy. However, 
some questions had answers that weakened that first impression. 

Don't you think it could have been a helicopter? "No sir. I know helicopt¬ 
ers because there have been some around." 

Have you heard about flying saucers? "Yes, I was in Chihuidos once and we 
saw something that moved in the sky. The YPF people (Government Oilfields) 
tole me about the flying saucers. But since that time I had never again 
heard about that." 

Do you listen to the radio? "Not much, sir." 

Have you ever heard news about flying saucers on the radio? "No, never." 

Do you never talk about flying saucers with your companions? "No, we talk 
of other things, about the animals..." 

Couldn't it have been a dream? "No, sir. I was completely awake." 


Don't you fear that people should not believe you? "Well...look, maybe they 
don't believe me, but what I told you, sir, I saw and I assure you I was very 
scared. It was a big scare..." 

Would you like to see another flying saucer? "Yes, yes...But now I think I 
would dare talk with^jthoae little men..."

Evidence 
points to 
existence 
of China’s 


‘ape-man’ 


A TEAM of Chinese scientists 
has turned up the most convinc¬ 
ing evidence yet of the existence 
of an ‘‘ape-man” in the wilds of 
central and eastern China. 

At a school in Zhejiang province 
they found the hands and feet of an 
animal, apparently some kind of ape. 
which had been preserved by a 
biology teacher since May. 1957, 
when, according to local villagers, a 
group of women killed the animal 
after it attacked a small girl. 

The team — all local scientists — 
was the second to join the hunt for 
the ape-man late last year. A group 
of members of the Chinese Academy 
of Sciences has already been 
searching for several months around 
the Three Gorges area on the 
Yangtze river, in Hubei province. 

The second group was carrying 
out a survey of plant resources in 
Zhejiang but. after they heard re¬ 
ports of sightings of ape-men, the 
leaders extended the expedition to 
look for the mysterious creature. 

Encounters between peasants and 
ape-men. said to resemble the Big 
Foot or Sasquatch of North Ameri¬ 
ca. have been reported in this part 
of China for centuries, and with 
increasing frequency over the past 
20 or 30 years. 

The Zhejiang team has found 
many other apparent signs of the 
creature's presence, including nests 
of branches, footprints and samples 

of hair. 

But the discovery of the hands and 
feet has caused the most excitement. 

The story of the killing of the ape- 
man. which was reported in the local 
press at the time, has only just 
become known nationally. 

According to local reports, it took 
place on a day when all the men of 
Zhuanlang village, in Suichang 
county, south Zhejiang province, 
were labouring in the hills. 

Some time in the afternoon Xu 
Fudi. then in her mid-30s. heard a 
scream from her young daughter, 
who was tending cattle. She rushed 
to the spot and found her daughter 
grappling with a young ape-like 
animal, about I 5 metres tall. 

Xu Fudi picked up a piece of wood 
and struck the animal, which 
jumped into a paddy Held. In the soft 
mud it was unable to move quickly 
and Xu Fudi got in a few more blows 
before it turned to attack her. 

About a dozen more women 
joined in the fight, eventually beat¬ 
ing the animal senseless. 

Xu Fudi recalls that the animal 
recovered and began to grunt. There 
were tears in its eyes, she says. The 
frightened women turned on it again 
and chopped off its head. 

The incident was reported in the 
local paper, Sonyang Daily, on May 
26, 1957. under the headline “Man¬ 
like freak killed”. 

The report described the animal, 
soon dismembered by curious vil¬ 
lagers, as being covered with long, 
dark-brown hair and weighing about 
40 kilos. It was male and seemed to 
be young, with white teeth, a human¬ 
like tongue, ears and eyebrows, a 
sunken nose and a prominent chest. 

The navel, thighs, knees, calves 
and genitals were all similar to a 
man’s and the skin was soft and 
while when the hair was removed. 
Undigested bamboo was found in the 
stomach. 

Xu Fudi, now 57 years old. said, 
“The day after we killed the animal 


we heard a noise in the hills like the 
grunting it made during the fight. 
We think it was the mother calling 
for its offspring". 

She -tuM the 'Zhejiang scientists 
that a young teacher came to the 
village and took away the hands and 
feet. 

The teacher, as the scientists soon 
found out. is Zhou Shousong. now 
52, who teaches at Bihu middle 
school in Llshui county. Hi October 
they called at the school and Zhou 
showed them the hands and feet 
There had been some shrinkage of 
the muscles, but otherwise the re¬ 
mains were in good condition. 

The feet are 19 ems long with 
clear print lines on the soles, and 
covered with soft, yellowish-brown 
hair. The palms of the hands art 14 
ems long. 

According to the scientists' pre¬ 
liminary assessment, there is no 
doubt that the animal belonged to 
the family of primates. Some say it 
might be similar to a chimpanzee. 

So far the Zhejiang scientists 
seem to have had tetter luck than 
their colleagues searching in Hubei 
province. The other group has found 
some hair specimens, also from a 
member of the p'imate family, plus 
footprints and caves where the 
animal might live. But the Zhejiang 
group say they have found some 
nests that indicate a troop of apes 

They say that on August 10 last 
year, led by a t>0-year-old guide who 
has picked herbs in the local moun¬ 
tains all his life, they found a nest 
wedged between some trees and a 
rock in a forest about 1.500 metres 
above sea level It was a small stock¬ 
ade of large and small branches and 
lined with grass and leaves.

Judging by its si/e and sophisti¬ 
cation the nest could not have been 
built by a creature with an in¬ 
telligence lower than that of a four- 
year-old human child or the survival 
experience of a 10-year-old. The size 
of the branches, which had been torn 
from the trees, indicated a very 
powerful animal. 

At 1,550 metres above sea level 
the scientists found II more nests, 
several metres apart and scattered 
over an area of 250 square metres. 
Some were on the ground and others 
were built in the trees. 

The newest nest was about one 
month old. judging from the condi¬ 
tion of the branches, and none of the 
others was more than two years old. 
The biggest ncM in the trees could 
support a weight of 150 kilos and 
would have needed at least three 
strong men to build it. 

The scientists found scratch 
marks on the trees, possibly from the 
animal's nails, and many footprints 
and droppings and samples of hair.

Bigfoot prowling again? 

ROCKY BOY, Mont. (AP) — It may not have been the 
legendary creature called “Bigfoot,” but they’re still talking 
about the big, four-toed footprints left outside Jimmy Eagle- 
man’s house. 

Rocky Boy Reservation Tribal Police Capt. Larry Bernard 
said Tuesday he investigated the incident that reportedly oc¬ 
curred outside Eagleman’s house early Sunday. 

Bernard said about 30 “large” footprints were left around 
Eagleman’s bouse, and the trail disappeared in the Bearpaw 
Mountains. He said long, reddish hairs were left on a fence. 

He said the prints were slightly longer than 14 inches, 8 
inches wide, and were imprinted 2 inches deep in soil packed 
so hard that his own 200 pounds didn’t.make a dent. 

Pete Walking Eagle, Eagleman’s son-in-law, who was stay¬ 
ing at the house, said, “We heard noises kind of like a horse.” 
He said he looked outside, but saw nothing. 

Walking Eagle said his brother saw what appeared to be 
the creature some time ago, and it was “big and red and 
running down the road like an ape.” .

UFO Group Focuses 
On Cattle Deaths

The grisly subject of cattle 
mutilations was the topic of a 
presentation at Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the Paranormal Research 
Organization (Pro-UFO) at the Beta 
House on the UW campus. 

Mike Lewis, a local photographer, 
who also holds an M.A. degree in 
biology, gave a slide presentation on 
cattle mutilations to an audience of 
about 40 persons who attended the 
meeting. 

Lewis, who has been investigating 
UFO related phenomena since 1969, 
showed photographs Of the Sept. 22, 
1980 cattle mutilation case at the 
Benick Ranch, located about 14 miles 
southwest of Laramie. 

In the case, an 18-month old heiffer 
carcass was found with signs of 
mutilation. Lewis showed a series of 
slides of the carcass. Some of the 
wounds on the carcass appeared to 
have been caused by predators, others 
suggested cuts by a sharp knife or 
laser beam. 

Lewis showed slides of hairs around 
one of the wounds on the cow which 
were highly magnified to show that the 
ends of the hairs appeared to be have 
been cut sharply off, as if by a sharp 
knife. 

Photos of the animal's teats showed 
tha one of them appeared to have been 
bitten off while others looked as if they 
were melted, perhaps by intense heat. 

Lewis said some of the factors in the 
case were very similar to many of the 
other cases of reported mutilations 
which have occurred in the past 14 
years. 

Lewis said the first widely known 
case of UFO's being linked to cattle 
occurred in 1897 when a Texas rancher 
said he saw an airship carry away a 
cow. 

A horse mutilation in Colorado in 
1967 was the first of many such reports 
in the modem era which peaked in 
1975, Lewis said. Now, Lewis noted, 
reports of mutilations have come from 
many parts of the U.S., Canada, 
Mexico, Puerto Rico and even Europe. 

Some of the common features of 
many of the approximately 10,000 
mutilation reports that have been 
received in recent years include the 
removal of eyes, ears, genitals, the 
anal region and tissue from the head or 
neck. 

In many of the reports there are no 
tracks or signs of anyone having been 
near the animal, there are clean, even 
cuts such as may have been made by a 
skillfully wielded sharp cutting in¬ 
strument or laser beam. 

In some of the cases people were 
nearby while the mutilation evidently 
took place but no sound was heard. 
There are often reports of lights in the 
sky or mysterious helicopter-like craft 
which make no sound. 

Lewis said of 19 mutilated cattle 
examined by vetemarians at Colorado 
State University during one period, 
nine of those animals were determined 
to have been cut by a sharp instrument 
of some kind. 

Various theories have been brought 
forth to explain the facts of the 
mysterious mutilations, Lewis noted, 
and there is some evidence to support 
all of them. 


One explanation is that the 
mutilations are being done by 
some agency of the govern¬ 
ment, such as the CIA, another 
is that they are caused by 
predators, another is that a 
Satanic or other kind of cult or 
strange individuals are doing 
the damage. 

Lewis discounted the above 
explanations as improbable for 
various reasons. The 
remaining explanation, UFO's 
may be attractive primarily 
since it really cannot be 
disproven, because the 
capabilities of UFO’s are not 
known. 

One of the UFO-related 
explanations is that alien 
beings are interested in 
radiation effects on animals, so 
they excise parts of the 
animals for further study. 
Lewis said there is a strong 
correlation between the sites of 
mutilation reports and known 
areas of radiation sources. 

Lewis said eyewitnesses 
have seen cattle being drawn 
up into mysterious crafts and 
that one woman, under hyp¬ 
nosis, said she had seen alien 
beings mutilate a calf. 

The hypnotic session, con¬ 
ducted by UFO investigator 
Leo Sprinkle of Laramie, was 
seen at the meeting via 
videotape as part of "Strange 
Harvest,” a television show 
aired on Kmgh last year. 

The show, produced by Linda 
Moulton Howe, featured 
hypnotic time regression 
sessions with the woman, Judy 
Doraty, and a session with 
area rancher Pat McGuire, 
also a member of Pro-UFO. 

Lewis said one theory about 
tfje mutilations is that they 
indeed are being caused by 
alien beings of some sort who 
are "messing around with our 
reality systems," in much th« 
same way that a scientist 
might poke an amoeba. Lewis 
said the various inexplicable 
phenomena in our world may 
be part of an overall picture 
which is beyond human 
comprehension. 

The meeting also included an 
announcement by Sprinktethat 
the Rocky Mountain Con¬ 
ference on UFO Investigation 
will be held in Laramie May 22, 
23 and 24. He noted beds and 
meals are needed for some «f 
the participants coming here 
from several states. There was 
also a plea for funds at the 
meeting. 

He also noted a telepathic 
experiment by a 
Czechslovakian telepath 
during the conference. He said 
the conference should be “fun 
and interesting." Sprinkle said 
there will also be a rein¬ 
carnation workshop Saturday. 

The next meeting of the 
group will be May 5.

This Was Nevada — 

Doings of early 
day critters 


(This is another in the “This 
Was Nevada” series prepared 
by the Nevada Historical 
Society)

Other than the famed 
Pyramid Lake sea monster 
and a similar creature reputed 
to live in the depths of Walker 
Lake, monsters do not often 
appear in Nevada’s history. 
From time to time, however, 
there have been critters with 
remarkable physical 
aberrations. 

In August of 1880, a story 
circulated of-a horned horse 
which was part of a freight 
team operating between Reno 
and Honey Lake. Intrigued by 
the tale, a reporter for the 
Reno Evening Gazette looked 
into it and finally located the 
animal at a local stable. He 
found the powerfully built 
gelding to have two horns, 
one about three inches in 
length and the other about 
one inch. 

According to his report, 
they grew from within the 
ears and closely resembled the 
horns of a lamb. Both seemed 
to be attached just below the 
skin and had no underlying 
bony support. 

According to the animal's 
owner, Edward Haley of 
Honey Lake Valley, the horns 
had begun to sprout two years 
before when the gelding was 
four years old. 

One of them had grown to 
a length of four inches within 
a year, he said, but had been 
broken off in an accident. 
Haley assured the newsman 
that the horse had no other 
bovine traits of character and 
never attempted to use the 
horns as weapons. 

At the Nevada State Prison 
in Carson City, there once 
lived two most remarkable 
toads whose feats were at¬ 
tested to by several reliable 
men. Both lived in the pump 
yard and were fond of 
swallowing snakes, a complete 
reversal of nature’s order of 
things. On October 28, 1880, 
a Mr. Pine of the prison staff 
reported that he had observed 
a garter snake some sixteen 
inches in length which had 
wriggled into the yard. One of 
the toads hopped forward 
open-mouthed and com¬ 
menced swallowing the 
reptile, he told newsmen, and 
in a short time it was about 
half gone. 

The other toad had been 
watching the proceedings and 
at this point hopped forward 
and began swallowing what 
was lift of the snake. The two 
small amphibians were 
working towards each other 
and there is no telling what 
could have happened had 
Pine not interfered and drew 
out the snake from the 
mouths of both creatures. 

Several days later. Pine 
observed a small garter snake 
crawling into the pumphouse. 


Curious as to what the toads 
would do, he entered the 
building just in time to see the 
reptile quickly gobbled up by 
the same toad which had 
nearly swallowed the large 
snake previously. 

Both toads were still living 
at the time Pine passed the 
story to the newsmen and 
were being shown to visitors 
who came out to the the 
prison. 

In the summer and fall of 
1880, various ranchers in 
northern Nevada and nor¬ 
theastern California-reported 
spotting a strange bear-like 
creature, but none could get 
close enought to describe it in 
detail. 

Skeptical newsmen were 
inclined to disbelieve the 
reports, but the creature 
became popularly known as 
“Wahoo.” In September of 
1880, the following story 
appeared in the Modoc In¬ 
dependent and was reprinted 
in the Reno Evening Gazette 
of September 16, in hopes that 
someone might have further 
information on its genus. The 
event took place near Dunn’s 
Cove in Modoc County. To 
the perceptive reader, the 
specter of “Bigfoot” comes to 
mind, particularly since this is 
the area where the mythical 
creature has been reported in 
recent years. In any case, the 
story went as follows: 

“The well known Mr. 
Groves, an old hunter, and 
myself were hauling hay the 
other day, and my old hunting 
dog was heard to make a 
strange noise as though 
baying something. Knowing 
that he would take hold of 
anything he came across, I 
thought I would go and 
ascertain what it was. It was 
on a very rocky hillside. Mr. 
Groves went with me. We 
had only our hay forks with 
us. When we came near the 
dog, he seemed very uneasy. 
The animal had secreted 
himself between two large 
rocks. When I got within six 
feet of the animal, he growled 
fiercely and started for me, 
but luckily I stopped him with 
the fork. 

Mr. Groves, who was near, 
ran in with his fork, and we 
two, with the assistance of the 
dog killed it. Groves escaped 
unhurt, while I had my pants 
and socks badly tom up and 
one foot badly mutilated. The 
scent of the animal was very 
offensive, and we would not 
save his hide. 

It measured five feet three 
inches from one track to the 
other, its tail about the length 
of its body with a bunch of 
red hair on the tip, a stripe 
down the back about four 
inches, deep red strips running 
with the ribs, his ears shaped 
like a hog’s, standing straight 
out, two tusks two inches long 
on each side of his mouth and 
below, every ferocious."

If not for Samuel de Cham¬ 
plain. northern New York still 
might have an unnamed lake 
with a nameless monster float¬ 
ing in the depths. 

• * * * 

Fortunately Samuel de 
Champlain did exist. It is the 
existence of “Champ* - a 20 
foot lake monster first sight¬ 
ed by the French explorer in 
1609 - that is often questioned. 

Joseph Zarzynski, a veteran 
of four Lock Ness Monster expe¬ 
ditions. intends to provide the 
answer. 

He believes that somewhere 
in the 109 miles of Lake Cham¬ 
plain there lives one or more 
Champ creatures. Six years of 
research, 100 recorded sight¬ 
ings, and several expeditions 
have convinced him that a 
breeding population of monsters 
may be active on the lake bot¬ 
tom. 

“It s conceivable there are 
several groups of Champs in 
the lake," Zarzynski said in an 
interview at his Wilton home. 
Wilton is also headquarters of 
The Lake Champlain Phenome¬ 
na Investigation, a society he 
founded in 1979. 

Zarzynski is currently en¬ 
gaged in bringing the same tech¬ 
nology to Lake Champlain that 
was used in the search for the 
Loch Ness Monster. 

With his friend and associ¬ 
ate, James Kennard. a sonar 
expert and shipwreck hunter for 
Rochester, Zarzynski is plan¬ 
ning another expedition to lo¬ 
cate Champ. 

Kennard possesses sophisti¬ 
cated equipment including a 
Raytheon unit and a side scan 
sonar, similar to the unit de¬ 
signed by Martin Klein which 
produced what appear to be the 
first concrete pictures of the 
elusive Nessie. 

The team of Kennard and 
Zarzynski has already scored 
one great success on Lake 
Champlain in the summer of 
1979 when they located the the 
Phoenix, a steamboat that sank 
in 1819 in Champlain waters 12 
miles north of Burlington, Ver¬ 
mont 

In that same search they took 
sonar readings of a large uni¬ 
dentified object 175 feet down. 
Both of them believe the object 
pictured on the side scan sonar 
was not a ship or a reef, but 
rather a large fishlike crea¬ 
ture. possibly Champ. 

The pictures are similar to 
the ones that Klein took of Nes¬ 
sie. 

* * * 

However positive they are of 
Champ’s existence, both Ken- 
wrd and Zarzynski aren’t jump- 
ug to conclusions.

These are just three of the 
100 sightings Zarzynski has col¬ 
lected, which he included in an 
article for the International 
Fortean Organization's INFO 
Journal in March, 1978. The 
INFO Journal is dedicated to 
carrying on the work of Charles 
Fort, a contemporary of Theo¬ 
dore Dreiser and Ben Hecht, 
who spent his life cataloguing 
unexplained phenomena such 
as: black rain, blue children, 
and luminous UFO’s for Cher¬ 
bourg, France to Inverness, 
Scotland.. 

Zarzynski faces a similar 
task. Like Fort, he experienced 
disbelief and harassment when 
he first began his search for 
Champ. 

“I had to turn away from ridi¬ 
cule the past few years, but late¬ 
ly people have been coming 
around, helping me out a bit" 

* * * 

The sheer number of sight¬ 
ings is a factor in bringing about 
public acceptance of Champ. 
From 1609, when Champlain 
first sighted a serpentine mon¬ 
ster with a horse-shaped head, 
to the present — five sightings 
in 1980 alone — the legend of 
the lake monster has grown. 
And now the legend is approach¬ 
ing fact. 

It is September 1980. Craig 
Mowry and Crystal Cadieux, 
both in their late teens, go to a 
football game, and then decide 
to stop for a bite to eat. 

At 8:30 p.m. they are head¬ 
ing for a lakeside McDonalds 
on Route 9 in Plattsburgh, when 
suddenly they see something 
moving about 150 feet out into 
the water. 

Illuminated by the golden 
arches of the restaurant, a huge 
creature is visible. Much too big 
to be a fish. It makes a treme- 
dous splahing sound as it moves 
through the water. They turn on 
the car headlights for a better 
look. 

What they see is a long ser¬ 
pentine creature with a large 
bead splashing out into the lake 
just 150 feet away. According to 
Zarzynski’s later interview with 
them, everything the couple saw 
fit in with the mass of sight¬ 
ings. 

A Champ 

Ironically, at that very mo¬ 
ment, Zarzynski was also gazing 
out at Lake Champlain. But he 
was forty miles south in West- 
port, a frequent location for 
Champ sightings. 

When he returned home that 
night, he found a message on his 
phone recorder. It was Craig 
and Crystal. They spotted 
Champ. 

Subsequently Zarzynski inter¬ 
viewed them by phone and later 
received several letters about 
their experience. 

“It’s the all American story." 
Zarzynski said. “Two teenagers 
£0 to a football game, stop by 
McDonalds. look out at the lake 
and just happen to see a lake 
monster. Incredible.!"

The 1981 Kennard/Zarzynski 
Expedition tentatively will 
focus on Button Bay. Vermont, 
although the site isn’t definite 
yet. Zarzynski is currently nego¬ 
tiating with a private citizen at 
an undisclosed location that he 
wants to use as a headquar¬ 
ters. 

In any event, the expedition 
will cover the areas where most 
sightings have occurred: Port 
Henry. Westport. Plattsburgh. 
Rouse's Point, Bulwagga Bay* 
all in New York; and Button Bay 
and South Hero Island in Ver¬ 
mont. 

The first phase is a shipboard 
search of Lake Champlain. 
Using the side scan sonar, a de¬ 
vice that is lowered from the 
boat into the water, sonar pic¬ 
tures will bounce back from the 
lake bottom to a screen onboard 
that will print out any object 
that interrupts the sonar. 

Underwater photography and 
scuba diving will complement 
the search from above. Along 
with the side scan sonar, an ex¬ 
pensive and sophisticated de¬ 
vice that requires at least three 
technicians to operate, Kennard 
has a Raytheon unit. 

The Raytheon unit is capable 
of tracking a radius of 150 feet 
at a time. This range can be 
extended up to 450 feet but the 
readings at that point are quite 
hazy. An advantage of the 
Raytheon unit is that it can be 


operated by a layman, and it is a 
good deal more portable than 
the side scan sonar. 

A land based group consti¬ 
tutes the second phase. A mini¬ 
mum of five men (eight at most) 
will make minitrips up and 
down the coastline, conducting 
shorewatches. On these excur¬ 
sions there will always be at 
least two men on watch while 
the others sleep or set up 
camp. 

These teams will be flexible 
enough to canvass any recent 
sighting area, with cameras at 
the ready, while Zarzynski and 
Kennard concentrate on. the 
sonar equipment. 

Even with all this prepara¬ 
tion, even with the experience of 
several Champ expeditions be¬ 
hind him, Zarzynski feels that 
the monster may still evade the 
searchers. 

“I believe that Champ can 
sense when he is being hunted,* 
Zarzynski said. “A creature like 
this could have a built-in sonar 
ability of his own. Any distur¬ 
bance of the water, even minute 
ripples from sonar equipment 
could alert the creature that a 
search is on." 

In this manner Champ could 
avoid the hunters by always 
staying one step ahead of the 
search boat, or simply by hiding 
anywhere in the 440 square 
miles of surface water in Lake 
Champlain. 

At some spots the lake is in¬ 
credibly deep, going 399 feet 
straight down at Split Rock 
Point. Knowing the lake as it 
does, a Champ creature could 
swim from pocket to pocket of 
deep dark safety. 

The chances of Champ having 
a sonar ability aren’t all that 
remote. Dolphins and whales 
have a built-in radar system - in 
fact one plan currently under¬ 
way to locate the Loch Ness 
Monster involves training dol¬ 
phins to seek it out - and Champ 
may just be in the same boat, so 
to speak. 

* * * 

On Sunday. Nov. 23, 1980, Dr. 
Roy Mackal, a biologist at the 
University of Chicago, said that 
Oiamp creatures are most like¬ 
ly Zueglodons - ancient whales 
thought to be extinct. 

Dr. Mackal was discussing 
the “Mansi photograph" which 
apparently ts a genuine picture 
of a Champ. He announced that 
he was convinced the picture 
was a legitimate photo of what 
is most likely a primitive 
whale. 

Mackal - who recently made 
international news with his ex¬ 
pedition to the Congo gather ing 
information on the Mokele 
Mbembe, a dinosaur like animal 
often spotted by native pygmies 
- informed Zarzynski that the 
Mansi photo is undergoing fur¬ 
ther tests at an optical labora¬ 
tory well known for challenging 
such mysteries. 

Sandra and Anthony Mansi of 
New Haven, Conn., took a color 
photograph of “what may well 
be one of the Lake Champlain 
Monsters," Zarzynski said. First 
made public in the autumn of 
1979. the Mansi photograph was 
taken in July. 1977. 

Although it is not yet re¬ 
leased, the Mansis are deciding 
on how best to show the photo to 
the public. According to Sandra 
Mansi’s testimony her sighting 
was like “seeing a dinosaur. It 
was big and black with a long 
neck and its head was like that 
of a horse with a hump (or 
back)." Anthony Mansi reported 
that the creature appeared to be 
15 or 20 feet in length and its 
head and neck were approxi¬ 
mately seven feet out of the 
water. 

Dr. George Zug of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institute wrote that the 
photo was fascinating and quite 
good considering the circum¬ 
stances under which it was 
taken. . .At this time I cannot 
provide a match with any known 
animal. 

Charles W. Johnson, Ver¬ 
mont’s State Naturalist, said 
“the photo appeared real and 
what was depicted in it certain¬ 
ly was no lake sturgeon, turtle, 
snake, or other creature one 
often hears attributed as being 
the monster." 

“Although the testing is not 
yet complete, I must admit this 
is probably the best single piece 
of evidence on Champ.” said 
Zarzynski. “Hopefully this 
photo, combined with other evi¬ 
dence, will persuade state and 
local officials to seriously con¬ 
sider providing protection for 


these creatures! 

* * * 

It seems that with all the 
sightings, and with sonar pic¬ 
tures and photographs of a ser¬ 
pentine creature a very real 
possibility, Champ’s existence 
may soon be a demonstrated re¬ 
ality. 

The 1981 Kennard/Zarzynsld 
Expedition could be a total suc¬ 
cess, although Zarzynski would 
be happy with even a limited 
success — “Just making people 
aware of what is down there, of 
what is happening, would be 
success." 

Zarzynski stressed that the 
only “capture* of Champ that he 
wants is one on film that shows 
once and for all what the crea¬ 
ture really is. “I want no harm to 
come to any of the Champ crea¬ 
tures. All I need is evidence of 
his. or their existence, conclu¬ 
sive evidence in any form.* 

This is a far cry from P.T. 
Barnum who is reported to have 
offered a $50,000 bounty for the 
creature. 

Perhaps the most well known 
crusader in the search for 
Champ, Zarzynski is also ooe of 
the foremost crusaders for 
Champ’s rights. 

Along with Tim Titus of 
Essex County, Zarzynski is 
working on expanding the Port 
Henry Resolution (which pro¬ 
tects Champ and similar crea¬ 
tures) to include all of the Lake 
Champlain counties. 

He doesn't want a zoo or a 
museum to ever exhibit a living 
Champ creature. 

A devoted monster hunter for 
six years now. at great expense 
to himself — more than $20,000 
of his own money has gone into 
the search — Zarzynski doesn’t 
want to disturb Champ’s en 
vironment or lifestyle. 

But he does want to find 
him! 

From his Wilton headquar¬ 
ters just north of Saratoga. Jo¬ 
seph Zarzynski is a one man 
army doing battle against the 
nonbelievers. Generous with Ms 
time, and with his hard won in¬ 
formation, he is spreading the 
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humpe have been spotted on the 

snake-like creature. 

That something is Champ. 
And by all accounts he Is a 
friendly or shy creature. Not 
one sighting could be termed 
dangerous, according to Zar¬ 
zynski. 

Like the Loch Ness Monster, 
like Ogopogo (also a snake-like 
creature in Lake Okangan, Can¬ 
ada), Champ is not a menace, 
but a mystery. 

Joseph Zarzynski wants to 
solve the mystery, and is cur¬ 
rently finishing what promises 
to be the definitive book on the 
Champ creatures. 

If all goes well on the 1981 
Kennard/Zarzynski Expedition 
he may even have a personal 
interview with Champ for the 
opening chapter. 


He wants the world to know 
about Champ and to get in¬ 
terested. Currently Zarzynski is 
trying to get New York State 
and Vermont involved in fund¬ 
ing the search for Champ. 

It would help ease the burden. 
At the moment he pours most of 
his teaching income and lecture 
fees into the Champ hunt 
Zarzynski is appalled at the 
official indifference to the 
Champ creatures, awesome 
links to the past apparently 
floating in the depths of Lake 
Champlain — just out of reach. 
With all of the newspaper arti¬ 
cles written about Champ and 
Zarzynski, the official attitudes 
just might change. 

He wants to get the public in¬ 
volved in locating, then preser¬ 
ving, Champ’s habit.

The thirtyish Champ hunter 
has amassed impressive creden¬ 
tials during his years of search¬ 
ing and collecting information. 
If ever a man was qualified to 
find a monster, Zarzynski is the 
one. 

Member of the International 
Fortean Organization, The Loch 
Ness and Morar Project, The 
Society for the Investigation of 
the Unexplained, and several 
other respected societies, Zar¬ 
zynski has traveled the world 
over, learning from expert enig- 
na hunters, and becoming an ex¬ 
pert himself. 

He is a correspondent for the 
London based Fortean Times 
and has published several arti¬ 
cles about Champ and other lake 
monsters. 

Recently “Real People* 
filmed a segment about Zar¬ 
zynski and one of his Champ ex¬ 
peditions. With exposure like 
that, Champ won’t be neglected 
much longer. 

Already other networks have 
contacted Zarzynski, and so has 
the New York City press, eager 
to get in on the day to day drama 
of Champ. 

It won’t be long. 

Something or some things are 
down there in cold and deep 
Champlain.

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‘Big Foot’ 
Photographed, 
Pursuer Claims 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
wilderness explorer who has 
been searching for the legend¬ 
ary "Big Foot" for nearly a dec- 
ade said Sunday he 
photographed the elusive man- 
ape during a recent expedition 
in Northern California 

C Thomas Biscardi. of San 
Jose, president of Amazing 
Horizons Inc., said in an inter¬ 
view that members of his expe¬ 
ditions since 1973 have had four 
sightings of the humanlike pri¬ 
mate that supposedly roams re¬ 
mote wilderness areas. 

Biscardi. who concedes that 
the front-view photos of a large 
ape-like figure emerging from a 
clump of trees may not he 
enough to convince skeptics, 
said that his next step is to cap¬ 
ture the creature. 

The husky. 32-vear-old Ital¬ 
ian. who claims to have person¬ 
ally seen "Big Foot" on two 
occasions, said his latest en¬ 
counter occurred April 12 dur 
ing a three-day expedition on 
Mount Lassen in Northern Cali 
fornia. 

“There were reports of sight¬ 
ings in the area so we went up 
there to investigate," said Ro r 
bert Irwin, who accompanied 
Biscardi on the trip. 

"It was 10:45 a.m. when we 
saw it coming out of the thickets 
and trees. The creature we had 
been tracking for two days, was 
right there, about 100' yards 
from us. We were scared to 
death." recounted Biscardi. who 
attributes his success in frack¬ 
ing the elusive creature to the 
BF detector." 

The monitor shows images of 
anything that moves on a televi- 
sion-like screen from as far as 
500 yards away, he said 

Wo had almost given up 
tracking the huge footprints, 
which we lost on the lava tubes 
that don't show footprints, when 
he came out." said Biscardi. “It 
was a male. 7-foot-4. some 450 
pounds.” 

"There was not the usual odor 
that we've been used to smelling 
any time one of these creatures 
was around, maybe because he 
had just finished hibernating or 
maybe because it had just 
rained days before 

Biscardi said his next goal 
was to capture the creature 
live. 

"The way we plan to do it is to 
drop a smoke bomb from a heli¬ 
copter to put it to sleep." said 
Biscardi 

He said that more than 850 
sightings of creatures matching 
the description of "Big Foot" 
have been made in China, the 
Soviet Union, Canada and the 
United States since 1968. 

"I just want to prove his exis¬ 
tence. It could be the missing 
link, or some ancient Indian 
tribe. I don't know, but some¬ 
body ought to find out." he 
said. 

He hopes to make the big 
catch on his next expedition, be¬ 
ginning in 10 days, to the Super¬ 
stition Mountains in Arizona

Save the Chesapeake monster

ENDANGERED SPECIES: So rare its existence has never been confirmed.

The first public reports 
of an “unidentified swim¬ 
ming object" in the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay came in the 
summer of 1978 when a 
creature described as 
"grayish ... about 25 feet 
long ... swimming in an 
undulating motion" was 
seen in the Bay near the 
mouth of the Potomac 
River. 

Because descriptions 
were suggestive of the fa¬ 
bled Nessie creatures of Scotland’s 
Loch Ness, America’s newest water 
monster was quickly dubbed “Ches- 
sie.” Skeptics retorted that it was 
more likely a misidentified seal, por¬ 
poise, floating log or sea otter — or 
even the result of booze since “you 
know how those fishermen lie!” 

By all accounts Chessie was a 
peaceful, inoffensive beast. Unfortu¬ 
nately, this did not stop one sports¬ 
man from opening fire with a rifle. 
Chessie retaliated by disappearing 
until last fall when folks reported see¬ 
ing the beast in such varying loca¬ 
tions as the Potomac and Appomat¬ 
tox rivers and near Smith Point in 
Eastern Bay off the Chesapeake. 

If, skeptics aside, Chessie and 
some of the other monsters reported 
in this country do exist, it is quite 
likely they’re relatively rare beasts. 
They deserve to be protected, not 
hooked, harpooned or shot at. 

But how does a monster get pro¬ 
tection when his existence is not rec¬ 
ognized by the scientific establish¬ 
ment? Is there any precedent for 
doing such a thing? 

The protection part is relatively 
simple: Pass a law. Those counties 
and town- in Maryland and Virginia 
abutting the Bay and its tributaries 
have jurisdiction over the waters ad¬ 
jacent to their territories and, be¬ 
cause of the Intercoastal Waterway, 
the federal government also has ju¬ 
risdiction over Bay waters as well. 
There are ample governments to 
which Chessie fans can apply to get 


legal protection for the Bay Beast. 

How much success are they apt to 
have? They will never know until 
they try. Politicians, while notorious¬ 
ly wary about taking positions on 
"oddball’’ issues, tend to favor causes 
that don’t call for any increase in tax¬ 
es. They are also susceptible to pre¬ 
cedent; in this case, it is possible to 
cite not one, but several precedents. 

Out in the Pacific Northwest there 
have been, for many years, reports of 
a creature called "Bigfoot." Huge, 
hairy, generally human in shape, per¬ 
haps seven to eight feet tall and 
weighing about 500 pounds, it has, as 
its nickname implies, very large feet. 

Bigfoot is protected. While not ad¬ 
mitting the creatures exist, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service has rules 
that if they do exist, they are protect¬ 
ed under U.S. law and should not be 
shot or endangered in any way. The 
commissioners of Skamania County, 
Wash., have gone a step further. In 
1969 they passed an ordinance calling 
for a $10,000 fine and/or up to five 
years in the county jail for anyone 
convicted of shooting a Bigfoot. 

The third precedent comes from 
the east, where Lake Champlain in 
fipstate New York is home to a water 
monster the locals call “Champ.” 
French explorer Samuel de Cham¬ 
plain, who observed the beast in the 
early 1600s described "a creature that 
was serpent-like, about 20 feet long 
and as thick as a barrel, with a head 


that resembled that of a horse." 
Sightings have continued over the 
years (there were four in 1980), and 
observers generally agree with de 
Champlain’s original .description. 

Last fall, Champ was the subject 
of a resolution passed by the Village 
Board of Port Henry which provides 
that "all waters of Lake Champlain 
which adjoin the village of Port Hen¬ 
ry are hereby declared off limits to 
anyone who would in any way harm, 
harass or destroy the Lake Cham¬ 
plain Sea Monster.” 

The village fathers, recognizing a 
good thing when they see it, have 
also erected billboards at the en¬ 
trance to the village which read: 
“Port Henry, New York, home erf 
‘Champ ’ ” It may be a bit more diffi¬ 
cult to put up similar signs at thp 
mouth of the Chesapeake Bay, but an 
enterprising town could certainly 
take Chessie under its wing, thereby 
advertising itself to natives and tour¬ 
ists alike as a defender of wildlife. 

So how about it, Marylanders — 
why not follow the lead of the good 
people of Port Henry and Skamania 
County and get some protection for 
your monster? After, why shouldn’t 
they be afforded the same consider¬ 
ation we give the snail darter, bald 
eagle, California condor and other of¬ 
ficially endangered species?

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* Lake's camera-shy 
monster spotted again

PORT HENRY — Not since the 
War of 1812 when a band of 
American sailors battled the British 
at Valcour Island has Lake 
Champlain been the object of as 
much national attention as it has 
received in recent months. 

The focus of all the attention is 
Champ, the mysterious Lake 
Champlain phenomenon that has 
been sighted periodically by 
residents on both sides of the lake. 
In the past year though, Champ has 
outgrown his regional fame. The 
elusive being has become the darl¬ 
ing of a national press searching for 
a creature America can coll its own. 

Now only Scotland's vaunted Loch 
Ness monster and the Northwest's 
Bigfoot shine brighter than 
Champ’s streaking star. 

Friday and again Sunday, Champ 
made its first appearance of 19M, 
sighted by at least 10 area residents. 

Barbara Boyle and Jane Suliivan 
were the first to notice something 
unusual in Bulwagga Bay at about 
10 a.m. "It was long and dark, like 
nothing I have ever seen,” Sullivan 
recounted. 

“I couldn’t discern the head and 
neck, but what ever it was it kept go¬ 
ing under and coming back up.” 
Sullivan estimated that she watched 
for 45 minutes from her Broad 
Street home until the creature went 
under for the final time. 

Camilla Rich and Esther Waldron 


were others who sighted the 
phenomenon as it frolicked in the 
frigid water. 

Testimonies by the Port Henry 
women appeared on newscasts and 
in newspapers coast to coast Sunday 
and Monday as the community once 
again basked in the national 
spotlight. Last summer when the 
National Broadcasting Company 
crews descended on nearby Crown 
Point to film a segment for “Real 
People,” several residents became 
instant celebrities by reciting the 
details of their Champ sightings for 
cameramen 


Bob Hughes was born in Port 
Henry and has heard about the 
lake’s mysterious resident for 
years, but until Sunday evening he 
did not believe Champ really ex¬ 
isted 


"it looked like a long black log, 
maybe 2S or 30 -feet long when we 
first spotted it about 5:30,” he said 
Monday. Hughes was visiting his 
wife’s parents on Lakeview Drive, 
high above Bulwagga Bay. when He 
Sighted something swimming in the 
lake. 

“At first I didn't want to say 


anything, I thought people would 
laugh, but after hearing about the 
sighting Friday I figured I should.*' 
While his twin daughters, 

Danielle and Michelle, kept an eye 
on the creature in the distant bay, 
Hughes borrowed a set of binoculars 
from neighbors Sue and Paul Cut¬ 
ting. 


Through the binoculars Hughes 
confirmed what he already 
suspected. “It wasn’t a log, there 
was definitely something out there. 
Whether it was a mammal or a fish 
though I don’t know,” he added. 

Hughes also took a moment to call 
several of his friends who live near 
the lake. “They went down by the 
terminal dock but standing at the 
water level couldn’t see anything,” 
he said. 

As daylight faded into twilight. 
Hughes lost sight of the creature as 
it swam north. “I used to be skep¬ 
tical about the monster but I’m not 
anymore,” he continued his 
daughters nodding in agreement. 

Monday and Tuesday lakeside 
residents kept an informal vigil hop¬ 
ing to catch another glimpse of the 
phenomenon. There were reports 
that an aerial search of the area by 
helicopter had also been made. 

Despite all of the sightings, no one 
apparently captured the creature on 
film. If that is so, the photograph 
made by Sandra Mansi four years 
ago remains the most spectacular 
piece of evidence that Champ really 
does exist. 

Joseph Zarzynski, the Wilton 
teacher who has been investigating 
the phenomenon for seven years, 
was in the area Monday. He 
reportedly plans to spend much of 
the week collecting more informa¬ 
tion on Champ. Zarzynski already 
has recorded testimonies from 
more than 100 people who claim 
sightings of the phenomenon.
